The condition of the Trust as set forth 
in the reports of the president and 
treasurer, must be gratifying to its 
shareholders. One hundred and sixty- 
three properties distributed through- 
out the country and placed in perfect 
physical condition by the recent ex- 
penditure of $350,000 upon them, made 
for the shareholders during the year 
ending May 31st last, a profit after de- 
ducting the above and all other ex- 
penses, of over $2,000,000. This shows 
a handsome increase in the ratio of 
earnings, the combined profits of the 
two previous years having amounted 
to $2,400,000, and is the more encour- 
aging for having been made in the 
face of obstacles the equivalent of 
which the Trust is not likely again to 
encounter. A new management, un 
completed organization of many of the 
properties, a sharp and much vaunted 
competition, numerous attempts at 
legislation hostile to both the Trust 
and its products—all these factors 
combined to menace the institution 
and impair its business. What were 
their results? The management has 
demonstrated its competence, the or- 
ganization of all the working forces 
has been perfected, the competition 
has been tamed, the attacks upon the 
Trust itself have wholly failed, and 
the attempts to legislate against cotton 
oil have had for their sole outcome 
to establish by governmental investi- 
gation and to firmly fix in the public 
mind its wholesomeness and availa- 
bility as a food product. 


The amendments to the by-laws 


tariff bill in the Senate by the commit- 
tee having such a bill in preparation 
has been construed by many as an in- 
dication that no bill will be presented, 
or if one is, that it will simply be intro- 
duced and then allowed to go over un- 
til next session. The committee, how- 
ever, has been steadily at work per- 
fecting the bill, and will probably 
present it this week. Senator Hiscock 
is authority for thestatement that ‘‘the 
total reduction by the bill will be 
about $70,000,000. The free list will 
not be added to, and the general ten- 
dency of the bill will be to reduce the 
revenue by an increase of import 
duties, which will keep out importa- 
tions. The general features of the bill 
have been submitted to all the Repub- 
lican Senators, and while they have 
had suggestions to make, the bill has 
met with almost universal indorse- 
ment.” A substitute bill in the Senate 
is now regarded as a - political 
necessity and the political fight this 
fall will doubtl.ss be based on the 
merits of the tariff bills, the one origi- 
nating in the House and the other in 
the Senate. Very little has been made 
public as to the special features of the 
bill in preparation, but from a reliable 
source we learn that it contemplates 
the total abolition of the internal reve- 
nue tax on tobacco and on spirit§ used 
in the arts and for mechanical pur. 
poses. ‘These features will commend 
it to our readers though it may have 
grave defects which will cause it to be 
condemned. We await with decreas- 
ing patience this new tariff measure 
which we hope will be an improve- 
ment on the law now in force and also 
avoidthe inconsistencies which mar 
the Mills bill.

cal year end on August 31st instead of BINE AGAIN? 


on May 31st as heretofore,and removing 
the date of the annual meeting from 
August Ist to November 1st, will save 
a good deal of unnecessary labor and 
will enable the treasurer to make his 
annual statement moreaccurate. The 
fiscal year will hereafter end at a time 
when the Trust’s assets comprise the 
least volume of products and the great- 
est amount of cash, so that the report 
submitted to the shareholders one 
month later will have in it little or no 
estimated value of goods on hand. 

The single drawback to the general 
satisfaction of such shareholders as 
have expressed their views to this pa- 
per, was the incomplete treatment in 
the report of the subject of dividends, 
We know of no criticism upon the 
policy of retaining the $4,000,000 and 
over of surplus now on hand for the 
large needs of the corporations during 
the seed buying season; but it is 
thought by some shareholders that it 
would not have been amiss in view of 
past circumstances for the trustees to 
give some indication of the prospects 
of returns to investors. In defense of 
the course pursued, however, it must 
be admitted that after the disastrous 
action of last year on this subject con- 
servative men might be pardoned for 
avoiding everything in the nature of a 
promise or even of a prediction. 

Shareholders may well content them- 
selves with the present state of affairs. 
As far as it is possible to judge, the 
uphill part of the Trust’s road is over. 
Cottonseed products, always staples in 
fact, have now come to be universally 

cognized as such, The Trust itself 


It is questionable if the corroders 
have ever before felt as great a need of 
established prices for white lead as 
they do now. It has been war to the 
knife ever since the last combination 
was dissolved, and though the natural 
tendency of this species of competition 
is to weed out the weaker elements ina 
trade with corresponding benefit to 
those who remain, in this case it 
does not appear to have worked 
that result. Perhaps it is because 
there is no weak element in 
the white lead trade, or that the 
smaller concerns have not felt the ef- 
fect of competition as keenly as those 
with larger capital and heavier ex- 
penses. At any rate the inmediate 
effects of the ruinous policy that gov- 
erns the trade is to place white lead in 
the hands of middle men at prices that 
represent an actual loss to the corro- 
ders, or which are so close to the cost 
of production as to leave them a very 
insignificant profit. At first sight this 
might seem to be a very satisfactory 
arrangement for the jobbers and deal- 
ers, and it might be if the efforts of the 
eorroders stopped there. The fact is, 
however, the middle man has in some 
instances been displaced entirely, and 
in others he has had to enter into 
direct competition with the corroders 
in seeking a market for the large stocks 
he has been tempted by low prices to 
take. As for the consumers, itis gen- 
erally admitted that uniform prices are 
better for their interests than the fluc- 
tuations attending an unsettled mark- 
ket, 


ve learned, it has not discouraged pro 
duction materially. In some quarters 
this very discouraging outlook is 
proinpting corroders to make an at- 
tempt to interest the tradein the ques- 
tion of reorganizing the association, or 
of adopting some other measure of re- 
lief from the condition into which it has 
been plunged by unrestricted compe- 
tition. 

The chances for suecess in any such 
movement are rather small as there is 
a decided objection in the minds of 
most corroders to ordinary forms of 
commercial organization. Those which 
have heretofore been tried have been 
found wanting, even the provision of 
aheavy penalty for violation of the 
agreement failing to entirely prevent 
the cutting of prices. The White Lead 
Trust was designed to overcome the 
objections to other methods, but has 
not been altogether successful, chiefly 
because many corroders are unwilling 
to relinquish proprietary interest in 
their respective brands. Any plan that 
may be proposed, therefore, to be en- 
tirely suecessful, must be one that all 
the corroders would be willing to adopt 
and live up to, but it seems just about 
as difficult to formulate such a plan as 
it would be to find a perfect man, The 
bright minds in the trade have had 
ample opportunity to devise a method 
that would receive respectful consider- 
ation at a meeting of the corroders, and 
possibly its details might be so worked 
out after full discussion as to admit 
of its general adoption. At least, the 
trade is ready for a plan that promises 
relief from the unsatisfactory condi- 
tions which rule the market now, 
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THE LEAD SITUATION, 


The lead producers of Europe are 
confronted by a problem which they 
appear to be unable to solve. The 
prices prevailing in the foreign mar- 
kets now and for some time past do not 
represent a protit to the producers. In 
fact the inference is plain that they 
are losing money right along, and they 
seem to be getting deeper and deeper 
into the mire every day. Injudicious 
speculation which was stimulated in 
part at least by the boom in the metal 
market some months ago encouraged 
production toa point far in excess of 
the requirements of the various mar- 
kets open to them. This is the view 
warranted by statements made at the 
recent conference of English. German, 
French and Spanish producers in 
Paris, though it is combatted by some 
of the interested ones, who asserted 
that the markets could absorb the en- 
tire production of Europe which is es- 
timated at 300,000 tons per year. 

Aside from the question of supply 
and demand, the fact remains that the 
average prices obtainable in the Euro- 
pean markets for months past have not 
been satisfactory to the producers, and 
no better evidence is wanted in support 
of this than the proposition that was 
nade, and which is now absorbing at- 
tention on the other side, to organize a 
syndicate which shali control the pro 
duction and regulate prices. At the 
conference at which this proposition 
was made, the necessity of limiting the 
production as a means of placing the 
industry on a more substantial basis 
was discussed at length and the affirm- 
ative was largely supported. The com- 
mittee which was appointed at the close 
of the meeting to consider the points

the industry is indeed threatened with 
destruction. 


In considering this tariff question 
each looks upon it only in the light 
which is reflected by his individual 
interests. While a unit on the main 
points at issue, the representatives of 
the foreign manufacturers differ in re- 
gard to the details, and this applies 
with equal force to the American man- 
ufacturers. Of this we have an ex- 
ample in the reported interviews with 
two glass manufacturers to which we 
give space in our news columns this 
week. Both are inclined to take a 
gloomy view of the future, but each 
arrives at his conclusion from an en- 

tirely different starting point. There- 
fore, unless the reader views the ques- 
tion from all of its various aspects, hav- 
ing first become possessed of the spe- 
cial knowledge gleaned from long and 
intimate acquaintance with the con- 
ditions governing both the importing 
and manufacturing branches of the 
window glass business, he will find it 
impossible to form even an approxi- 
mate idea of the merits of the contro- 
versy. As, however, there is scarcely 
a possibility of the Mills tariff measure 
becoming a law the reader need be in 
no hurry to acquire the knowledge en- 
abling him to reach correct conclu- 
sions, 
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PHOSPHATE ROCK COMBINATION. 


Many efforts have been made in pre- 
vious years to place the phosphate 
rock industry of South Carolina on a 
better paying basis, but agreements 
were found useless, and competition 
has been a marked feature of trade 
until the present year. The land rock 
mining companies having combined 
on prices, the suggestion was followed 
by the river companies last week, and 
three of the leading dredging concerns 
are now mutually interested in advane- 
ing their business and realizing larger 
returns,although this fact is denied in 
certain quarters. They are connected by 
a closer compact than the land mining 
companies, and this relation may have 
some significance in the home market, 
although the river rock is mostly ship- 
ped abroad in competition with the 
Canadian product. There are indica- 
tions of a warfare however at the 
place of active operations, as a dredg- 
ing company has been organized to 
work independently of the combina- 
tion and the result is watched with in- 
terest. One of the river rock concerns 
i which was instrumental in starting the 
co-operation scheme is the only phos- 
phate company in South Carolina that 
has exclusive rights and the charter of 
the State granting the lease will expire 
in a short time. As the chances 
| of getting a renewal of the charter 
are very doubtful, it is believed that 
, the combine was formed for the pur- 
i pose of influencing the legislature to 
grant control of the entire river mining 
field to the parties interested, and shut 
out the smaller companies as well as 
new arrivals. The State derives a large 
revenue from its phosphate beds, and it 
is not probable that long leases of the 
territory will be granted to one or two 
persons who may allow a good portion 
of it to remain idle in order to restrict 
production. The State is interested in 
developing the mines, as the public 
treasury is enriched according to the 
amount of phosphate brought to the 
surface, and the more extensive the 
mining operations the greater the roy- 
alty. The actual bone of contention 
is the effort to secure exclusive rights, 
and it looks as though every inch of 
ground will be contested before the leg- 
islature. 


The phosphate industry is rapidly 
advancing in importance, and the con- 
stant work for years has made no 
perceptible change in the apparently 
inexhaustible supplies underground. 
It is a staple article, and will be sought 
after as a fertilizer while it continues to 
be offered on the market. The land 
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rock is preferred on account of being 
easier to grind, and containing a larger 
percentage of the necessary plant food; 
and although the conditions favor the 
miners, there is no desire to advance 
prices, dried rock still being quoted at 
six dollars per ton in Charleston. There 
have been rumors of substitutes such 
as slag,but thus far the trade in phos- 
phate rock has not been interfered with 
by recent introductions. 
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OIL CAKE SHIPMENTS. 


The REPORTER has been requested 
to give the total amount of cottonseed 
cake sent abroad during the present 
season and compare it with previous 
years, but this cannot be done as no 
distinction is made by the Govern- 
ment between cottonseed or linseed 
cake and meal. The exports of both 
are added and placed on record as oil 
cake, and the public has no means of 
ascertaining except from private 
sources whether decreased or increased 
shipments as published in the official 
reports refer to cottonseed or linseed 
cake. It may be an easy matter to 
remedy this by requesting shippers to 
specify the kind of cake exported, just 
as the different oils are described, and 
as the desired information will be con- 
sidered of more importance each year, 
the treasury officials will see the neces- 
sity of making a distinction; the 
manufacture of linseed and cottonseed 
products are separate industries and 
the Government should assist in the 
work of arriving at aclear understand- 
ing of the export business. 


The statistics issued from Washing- 
ton for eleven months ending with 
June, show a decrease of 67,519,664 
pounds in comparison with the same 
period last year, but the deficiency is 
not caused by decreased shipments of 
eottonseed cake, as the production 
greatly exceeded any previous year 
and the supply is exhausted. Liberal 
export orders continued throughout 
the season, and instead of the industry 
being threatened with a surplus at 
this time, operators in the different 
markets have found it difficult to 
secure stock when wanted, and asa 
rule good prices have been realized. 
Southern planters are depended upon 
to use the greater portion of the meal 
product as a fertilizer and cattle food, 
and the cake is preferred by foreign 
buyers because it is easier to handle. 
Considerable meal is consumed in the 
Western and New England States, and 
an outlet could be found for a much 
larger production.

city for several days. Both gentlemen have 
many friends in New York. 


A telegram from Norfolk, Va., states that 
the town of Suffolk, the county seat of Nanse- 
mond county, seventeen miles from Norfolk, 
was well nigh destroyed by fire on Thursday, 
including all the drug stores. 


At Lockwood, Ohio, Aug. 3, the George 
Friend Paper Mill was discovered to be on fire 
at5a.m. As there is no fire department at 
Lockwood, the building burned without hin- 
drance, making a total loss. The loss is $40,000; 
well insured, 


In all departments of glass manufacture 
Philadelphia proprietors are free from appre- 
hension of trouble on account of labor trou- 
bles, as the wages and most other questions of 
interest appear to have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed for the coming blast. 


Major J. J. Riker, of the firm of Messrs. J. L. 
& D. 8S. Riker, who is Major of the Twelfth reg- 
iment, left on Saturday morning last for the 
State Camp of Instruction, where he will be in 
command of one of the provisional battalions. 
He will return to the city on Saturday next, 
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A more buoyant feeling prevails among win- 
dow glass manufacturers, according to the 
Crockery and Glass Journal, though as the fall 
season is not open yet there is no special ani- 
mation. Manufacturers consider the outlook 
more encouraging than it has been for some 
time and think that the trade will be brisk 
when the weather begins to grow cooler,

President F. L. Bodine of the Window Glass 
Manufacturers’ Association, has issued his 
July report about the amount of stocks on 
hand throughout the country. On the first of 
July there were 706,160 50-foot boxes on hand. 
This is about the average that has been main- 
tained during the past four years. From July 
1, 1887, to June 30, 1888, there was imported 
into this country 1,154,418 boxes. This is an in- 
crease of about 125,000 over the preceding 
year.

The Cincinnati Southern Railroad Company 
will rebuild their naphtha gas works in Lud- 
low, Ky., recently damaged by an explosion. 


At Duluth, work has been recommenced 
uponthe natural gas well, with good pros- 
pects of success, It will be sunk 2,000 feet, if 
necessary. 

It has been found that the pressure of natu- 
ral gas at Port Huron, Mich., has increased 
since it was first put into use. It is proposed 
now to increase the numbér of wells. 


The British steamship Bryn Glas has been 
chartered by the Russian oil producers to car- 
ry petroleum from Batoum, Russia, to Bom- 
bay. This will be the first cargo sent from the 
Black Sea to British India. 


The Norwegian bark Ganger Rolf was chart- 
ered Saturday to load 2,700 barrels of naphtha 
and refined oil, at Philadelphia, for a Swedish 
port, at five shillings a barrel, the highest 
freight paid to Sweden for years.—Phila. Press,

H. E. Pennypacker, a well-known oil lease 
broker of Pittsburgh was committed to jail on 
fourteen charges of forgery preferred by J. I. 
Buchanan, of the National Transit Company. 
On each lease made there are the forged signa- 
tures of the lessor, lessee, witness and justice 
of the peace. The informations charge that 
the defendant forged the names of ditferent 
persons in Allegheny County to fourteen 
bogus leases purporting to be for 1,725 acres 
of land. He sold these leases to the United 
Pipe Line and received one dollar per acre. 
These forgeries were committed between May, 
1887, and May, 188%. One of the leases which 
Pennypacker sold purported to be from H. W. 
Murray, a member of the Legislature, who, 
when the lease was made, was in Harrisburg. 


A few days ago, says a London exchange, 
another petroleum tank steamer was launched 
from the Low Walker shipyard of Messrs. 
Armstrong, Mitchell & Co., Newcastle. The 
new vessel is called the Oevelgonne, and will 
carry in her tanks 3,800 tons, or over 1,000,000 
gallons of petroleum each trip. Like the 
rest, she is divided throughout into a number 
of compartments, with arrangements so that 
they are kept always full. Two powerful 
Worthington pumps and a complete installa- 
tion of piping will enable the oil to be pumped 
in or out of any compartment, or from one to 
the other. At the present moment 30 tank 
steamers are running on the Mediterranean or 
on the Atlantic, quite apart from the 1000n 
the Caspian sea, 

A naphtha refuse burning furnace, acting 
both as a calciner and smelting furnace, has 
recently been introduced at the Redabeksky 
Copper Smelting works. The ore is charged 
at theend of the thue near the chimney, and 
gradually raked down against the flame and 
thus calcined. It is then drawn and thesmelt- 
ing charge made up to contain: Calcined ore, 
3611°30 pounds; acid slag from previous pro- 
cess, 15 to 30 per cent; iron ore, 5 to 10 per cent.; 
limestone, 5 per cent. About 5,400 pounds of 
this mixture are introduced in the furnace 
and melted down in three hours, when about 
half as much as the first charge is added, and 
so on for every thirty or forty minutes, until 
the hearth is full. The regulus is tapped off 
twice a day. This furnace in a thirty-three 
days’ run smelted 2,076,91L pounds of seven per 
cent. ore, consuming 408,835 pounds of naphtha 
refuse, af $10.62 per ton, and yielded 810,737 
pounds of regulus, containing 25 per cent. of 
copper; or to produce 2,000 pounds of reguius 
required 1,008 pounds of refuse, costing $5.22. 
This is said to work 3°5 times faster than the 
ordinary ore furnace, and at the above works 
to be cheaper than when wood is used, 

The Secretary of the State for India, has 
confirmed and sanctioned the agreement 
already announced, made by the Government 
of India with Mr. J. D. Noble, representing 
the syndicate of Canadian capitalists, in the 
matter of the Rawal! Pindi petroleum deposits. 
Under this agreement exclusive right is grant- 
ed to Mr. Noble for three years to bore for oil 
in the Punjab. If successful in finding it he 
will be granted the option of selecting five 
square blocks of land at different points, con- 
taining ten thousand acres each. The surface 
of the area is not to be interfered with, save 
where wells have to be sunk. The govern- 
ment incur no expense, but receive 5 per cent. 
of all crude earth oil obtained, this serving as 
asort of land revenue, The concession will 
be worked by a limited company already 
formed, bearing the name of the Punjab & 
Oriental Oil Company, with a capital of 26 
lakhs in Rs. 100shares. One of the principal 
features of the agreement is that the original 
holders of stock cannot assign or sell their 
shares to outsiders withont the consent of the 
government. This will insure the enterprise 
being kept in the hands of the practical men 
who have now started it. 

The following is the text of a proposed 
amendment of the Interstate Commerce law, 
introduced by Congressman Clardy: “That it 
shall be unlawful for any common carrier 

subject to the provisions of this act, to make 
or give any undue or unreasonable preference 
oradvantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation or locality, or any 
particular description of traffic, in any respect 
whatsoever, or to subject apy particular 



















As soon as 


person, company, firm, corporation, or locali- 
ty, orany particular description of traffic to 
any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disad- 
vantage in any respect whatsoever. And it 
shall be unlawful for any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this act, to carry 
refined oils and other petroleum products, 
cottonseed oil and turpentine, for any ship- 
per, in tank or cylinder cars, who shall own, 
lease or control the same, in any manner, ex- 
cept upon the condition that said carrier shall 
charge the same rate for the transportation 
of said products in wooden packages or bar- 
rels, in car-load lots, as in said tank or cylin- 
der cars, the said tank and cylinder and said 
wooden packages and barrels being carried 
free in each case.” 

The sensational story to the effect that the 
town of Findlay, Ohio, is in danger of being 
blown up by a subterranean explosion of nat- 
ural gas in the not very distant future, which 
will be found on another page, is discredited 
by geologists in Washington. Prof. G. K. 
Gilbert, of the Geological Survey, said to a re- 
porter that he would question the story hay- 
ing any foundation from the name of the ge- 
ologist alone. He was, he said, familiar with 
the names of all prominent European geolo- 
gists and had never heard of Dr. Weissenbauer 
before. Continuing, Prof. Gilbert said: ‘The 
story isone that a real geologist would not 
start, for in the first place it would be impos- 
sible to determine with a thermometer or tel- 
ephone in a bored bole the disturbances going 
on below. The calculations made of a fire 
raging a mile under ground at a frightful 
temperature are unwarranted, to say the 
least, The story is further marked asacanard 
by the fect that the catastrophe spoken of is 
to depend upon the upward movement of hot 
air from the region he speaks of reaching the 
chamber of gas. Even if this were to occur it 
would not produce an explosion. It is gene- 
rally supposed that gas that is burnable will 
explode in the air. This is not so; it must mix 
with oxygen and fuel before it will burn. So 
the explosion predicted cannot take place 
with the mixture of substances, and the air in 
this case cannot get in, for gas is always com- 
ing out. I think the whole story is a myth.”

ISAAC T. WHITE. 

Brief reference was made in last week’s 
issue of the REPorRTER, to the death of Dr. 
Isaac T. White, of the drug firm of Keller & 
White, Evansville, Ind. He was born in 1831 
at Equality, Ill. At an early age Mr. White 
entered upon his career as a druggist, and in 
1845 engaged himself as an apprentice to the 
pioneer druggist of Evansyille, Crawford 
Bell. In 1849 he entered into partnership with 
Keller & Farnsley, the firm name upon his ad 
mission being changed to Keller, Farnsley & 
Co. Mr. Farnsley dying the following year, 
the two surviving partners, Keller & White, 
established in 1850 the present firm. 

Upon Mr. D. C. Keller’s death, which oc- 
curred in 1884, Mr. [Isaac TT. White, together 
with his son, Marshall C., and Mr. Fred. H. 
Burton, purchased the interest of the Keller 
heirs, and as it had been the wish of Mr. D. C. 
Keller, expressed during his life time, that the 
firm name should be perpetuated, the part- 
ners in deference to that wish, have contin- 
ued the business under the style of Keller & 
White up to the present time, 





CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4, 1888, 
A further decline—this time to 48 cents—has 
formed the most prominent feature of this 
week's market in linseed oil. The volume of 
business, while by no means excessive, may be 
said to be about equal to that of past seasons. 
At this time of year no one expects to be over- 
loaded with orders; and it would require only 
avery moderate demand to absorb pretty 
much all the oil in sight. Not unnaturally,the 
question presents itself, why, in view of the 
existing state of affairs, should prices have 
taken so pronounced a drop? The conundrum 
is one not easy to answer. One fact, however, 
is tolerably certain; any competent salesman, 
with 200 gallons of oil at his back, might, by 
judicious manipulation of the stock at his con- 
trol so demoralize prices as to disturb a rival 
whose stock might exceed his in the ratio of 
perhaps 10 tol. Whether or not sucha state 
of affairs might be predicated of the Chicago 
market it is difficult for an uninitiated outsid- 
er either to atlirm or deny. The attitude of 
contending factions in the West has been, for 
some time, such that a change in quotations at 
any period during the past fortnight would 
not have occasioned overwhelming surprise; 
and it excites no wonder now that it follows 
so close upon rumored sales of Western oil— 
September delivery—in the New York market 
at 47 cents. There are stories afloat here that 
deliveries even for the current month have 
been offered at the seaboard at the figures last 
named, and it is whispered that even more at- 
tractive inducements have been offered to 
Philadelphia purchasers, Such reports are, 
however, difficult to trace to any thoroughly 
authentic source, and they ought, perhaps, to 
be accorded the measure of credence usually 
given to street gossip. At the same time, sim- 
ilar stories are treated here with sufficient re- 
spect to give rise to surmises as to the quarter 





from which such offerings may have proceded. 
It must be confessed that the preponderance 
of opinion is in favorof the theory thata 
considerable proportion of such offerings, if 
made, has proceeded from the territory lying 
between Lake Erie and the Ohio river. There 
isalsoa suspicion thatthe prime movers in 
the putative attempt to break the market 
have been ably seconded by crushers at vari- 
ous points along the line of one of the great 
trunk systems of New York. There is no 
tangible evidence that the movement has becn 
encouraged by the only Chicago mill which is 
in a position to render it any effective support. 
Despite all discouragements, however, the 
general tone of the market here is not one of 
depression, so far as producers are concerned. 
The latter profess to be hopeful, even if not 
sanguine, as tothe future. Some close ob- 
servers incline to think that the existing 
status inquois the result of a time-honored 
belief that the only way to buy cheap seed is 
to sell cheap oil. The fallacy of sucha theory 
has been over and again demonstrated by a 
comparison of the course of the two markets, 
but like the “ancient saws of all wives” it has 
taken a deep hold upon the popular mind. 


Jobbers are as a rule rather disposed to take 
a bearish view of the situation. They incline 
to look for lower prices during the coming 
season, and even had not the trade in linseed 
oil practically passed out of their hands, they 
would be cautious if not timorous buyers, 


FLAXSEED. 


While transactions in seed have been con- 
fined within rather narrow limits, and re- 
ceipts have been by no means excessive, prices 
have been well maintained. Cash seed (No. 1) 
opened on Monday at $110 and closed to-day 
at the same price, this having been between 
that figure and $1 104% for new seed, although 
old seed sold on Thursday at $111. The total 
receipts, as shown by the oflicial table of the 
inspector, have aggregated 53 cars of No.1, 6 
of rejected and 1 of no grade, swelling the 
total to 60 cars. The figures of the secretary 
of the Board of Trade are shown in the fol- 
lowing table:

Ascompared with last week. these figures 
show an increase of 5,012 bushels in the way 
of receipts and of 720 bushels in shipments. If 
the comparison be drawn between this year 
and last, the receipts for the week will show a 
decrease of 87,528 bushels, and the shipments 
a decrease of 44,644 bushels, 

Briefly outlined; the course of the market 
has been as follows: Opening at $1 10 on Mon- 
day, cash seed closed to-day at $110, the Tluc- 
tuations having been confined within the lim- 
its of $1 10@1 11. Total reported sales on the 
tloor of Change have aggregated 30 cars and 
80 bags of No. 1, 2 cars and 13 bags of rejected, 
while of “no grade” there have been no sales 
~a rather quiet market. In future deliveries 
also, there has been a noteworthy dullness, 
Of August delivery 32,000 bushels have appar- 
ently changed hands; of September seed 33,500 
bushels; of October, 6,500 bushels, and of year 
delivery 1,000; besides 6,000 bushels of Decem- 
ber. Prices of future have exhibited no 
marked variation. August has been uniform- 
ly steady at $109. September opened at $108 
and closed at the same price. October was 
neglected, and for year delivery; there were 
sellers or buyers, the only sale having been 
negotiated to day at $107%. Bids were made 
tor December but found few takers, the only 
sale (6,000 bushels) being negotiated at $10;@ 
1 08, 

The fact that while the market has not ad- 
vanced it has exhibited no symptoms of weak- 
ness is probably attributable to the fact that,re- 
ports as to the seed crop iu the northwest are 
more or less conflicting. It is of no use to at- 
tempt to conceal the fact (even if the most 
sanguine prophet were so disposed) that the 
prospects for the coming crop are not so 
bright as they were a few weeks ago. While 
there do not appear any satisfactory grounds 
on which to predicate any material abate- 
ment of the estimate previously sent 
you, it seems likely at present’ that 
the figures may prove to be the outside, 
rather than the inside, of the next year’s 
crop. 

In reviewing the market for the week, one 
would be justified in pronouncing its salient 
feature to have been steadiness, Local 
crushers bought moderately and there wasa 
tolerably fair demand for shipment. RKe- 
ceipts of new seed have not been quite so 
large as had been anticipated, but the quality 
bas been of a satisfactory character, most of 
it passing the inspector as No. 1. The stock of 
seed in public elevators has been reduced to 
54,000 bushels—about 12,000 less than on the 
corresponding date of 1887. The character of 
the trading in futures is about the same, al- 
though it may be said, on the whole, to par- 
take of “actuality.”” A premium seems to at- 
tach to “track seed.” 

OILS. 

The week has witnessed a decided improve- 
ment in the lard oil market as regards both 
prices and tone, Local pressers are tirm hold- 





















ers of strictly prime grades at 64@65 cents. A 
marked feeling of confidence in the future 
exists,and it is even thought that inferior 
grades will, before long, sympathize in the im- 
provement so pronounced in the prime quali- 
ty. The most plausible theory advanced by 
way of explanation of the comparatively sud- 
den change in the situation is the undeniable 
reduction of stocks of both lard and oil 
throughout the West. The advance in the lat- 
ter has been in excess of that in the former. 
Pressers have been very cautious in the mat- 
ter of output, Stearine has not been in such 
demand as to induce exces:ive production, 
Stocks of both stearine and oil have according~ 
ly become much reduced and: the market to 
day is in a condition more satisfactory to 
pressers than for months past. 

In oleo trade has been very light and less 
confidence in the future is exhibited than one 
week ago. From Rotterdam come reports of 
light sales, buyers abroad manifesting a pre- 
ference for lower grades. Advices received 
here are to the effect that not more than 600 
tierces of American oil have been sold in Hol- 
land markets, and exports from this point 
have been correspondingly light. The reflex 
influence of the weakness of the foreign in- 
quiry has been plainly perceptible here. 

PAINTS, 


The paint market exhibits no improvement 
in activity, but, on the other hand, prices are 
fairly well maintained. So far as practical 
results are decernible, there has been no sub- 
stantial outcome of recent conferences of 
corroders either at Buffalo or St. Louis. So 
far as any one can see, there has been no note- 
worthy abatement of the system of free de- 
livery, and white lead is still purchasable at 
the same figures which ruled a fortnight ago. 
Apropos of the volume of business, it may be 
remarked that two or three of the leading 
houses report a trade for July fully equal to 
if not exceeding that of the same month last 
year. These instances, howevcr, should not 
be considered a criterion by which to gauge 
Chicago trade in general, 

DRUGS. 


The most interesting feature of this 
week’s drug market has been the advance in 
opium, which is being billed here to-day at 
$290 as against $275 a week ago. While this 
advance has undoubtedly been induced to 
some extent by the appreciation in prices in 
the East, local jobbers are rather disposed to 
look upon it as being, on the whole, normal 
and healthy. They regard it as not unnatural 
in view of the increased demand which has 
sprung up as a part of the general improve- 
ment in trade, which seems to have set in 
rather earlier this year than usual. Last 
week's volume of business was unusually 
large, and the impression is prevalent that 
Chicago jobbing houses are about to enter 
upon a season of remarkable prosperity. 
From all parts of the West come reports of 
crops almost unexampled in magnitude, and 
country buyers visiting the city speak of 


the future prospect in terms almost enthusi-. 


astic. The result of this feeling isseen in ad- 
ded firmness along the entire line, although 
no advance can be notedin any of the great 
staples with the exception of opium. Quinine 
is very tirm, and buyers are purchasing with 
unwonted freedom, and the inquiry, so far 
from being speculative, is wholly consump- 
tive. With the exception of a few trifling 
fluctuations in minor articles, the general list 
(apart from opium) remains unchanged, Or- 
ders are multiplying in number and increasing 


in amount and collections continue easy.

American Cotton Oil Trust. 


The second annual meeting of the American 
Cotton Oil Trust was held on Wednesday, 
August 1, in the office of the Trust, 45 Broad- 
way,and a large representation of the cer- 
tificate holders was present, among whom may 
be mentioned the following named gentle- 
men:H. M. Flagler of the Standard Oil 
Trust; Cyrus W. Field, F. H. Benedict, of 
Benedict Bros., bankers; C. W. Orvis, of Orvis 
Bros., bankers; Wm.

Mr. J. H. Flagier presided and read his an- 
nual report as president, in which he ex- 
pressed great confidence in the outlook, based 
upon the favorable reports of the companies 
of which the Trust is composed. He congrat- 
ulated the meeting upon the entire absence 
of hostile legislation which would threaten 
their products, and on the fact that, after full 
legislative investigation in Washington, cot- 
tonseed oil had been declared to be as pure 
and wholesome food as animal fats. The 
official inquiry had reflected credit on the 
cotton oil industry and caused it to be better 
known. The trustees had decided not to pay 
any dividend at this time, as the various mills 
are about to make their annual purchases of 
seed, for which large sums of money are re- 
quired. Mr. Flagler suggested in his report that 
the fiscal year bec hanged from May 31 to Aug. 
81 which is the close of the season, and that

the date of the annual meeting be changed 
from August | to November 1, the object 
being to avoid the necessity of taking an inven- 
tory of large quantities of manufactured pro- 
ducts at the mills, refineries and properties 
generally, as must be the case when the fiscal! 
year ends in the midst of the business season. 
It is expected that this change of date 
will furnish the trustees more nearly with the 
actual results of the year’s work. The Trust, 
the report says, is not likely to suffer from 
legislation, because the opposition mills are 
numerous enough to prevent anything like a 
monopoly. 

The securities held by the Trust comprise 
163 properties consisting of crude oil mills, re- 
fineries, lard and soap factories, compresses, 
gins, and fertilizer factories. The profits of 
manufacturing by the corporations in which 
the capital stock is entirely owned, for the 
year ending May 31, 1888 after charging insur- 
ance, interest and general expenses, are re- 
ported by the corporations to be $2,371,376,34, 
of which there is reported as expended for 
betterment of buildings, $72,175,16: for bet- 
terments of machinery $278°756,55, leaving a 
balance of $2,020,444.63 for the year ending 
May 31, 1888. This exceeds the earnings of the 
previous year and is within about $400,000 of 
the earnings from the time of the formation 
of the Trust to July 1, 1887 when the previous 
annual mecting was held. The _ net 
profit to May 3l, 1887, including 
earnings from commencement of the Trust 
for a period of nine months to two years 
according tothe operations of the different 
properties, amounted to $2,439,720 75 less. the 
dividend paid August 1, 1887 of $417,264, leav- 
ing a balance of $2,022,45675; adding the 
amount of net earnings to May 31, 1888, of 
$2,020,441 63, shows a balance of earnings on 
May 31, 1888 of $4,042,901 38. 

The total amount of certificates outstand- 
ing was reported to be $42,185,228 33. The re- 
port stated that it has been the policy of the 
trustees to issue no new certificates, to 
devote their entire energies to developing 
the present business and to reduce expenses 
by every possible means. 

Upon motion of Mr, Cromwell the report was 
approved and a vote of thanks tendered to the 
otficers and trustees for the satisfactory man- 
ner in which they discharged their duties. 

The following trustees were elected to fill 
vacancies: For three years—J. H. Flagler, Jay 
O. Moss and Gen]. Samuel Thomas. Two years 
Jules Aldige. One year—N. K. Fairbank, W. 
P. Anderson and J. H. Kendall. The new 
board elected these officers: President, J. H. 
Flagler; first vice-president, E. Urquhart; sec- 
ond vice-president, Jules Aldige; secretary, 
W. P. Anderson. and treasurer, Jay O. Moss, 

Messrs. Urquhart and J. L. Macauley were 
elected at the previous meeting for aterm of 
three years. 

The recomendations in the revort of presi- 
dent Flagler to change the dates of the fiscal 
year and annual meetings were adopted and 
the next annual gathering of certificate hold- 
ers will be held on November 1, 1889, ‘This ac- 
tion created an impression on Wall street that 
no dividends would be declared until that date 
but we are informed that the change of time 
has no relation whatever with the dividend 
question. That is amatter for the exclusive 
consideration of the trustees, and they can 
devote the surplus to the payment of divi- 
dends whenever they think it cannot be more 
advantageously employed in the business, 
which is one that at certain seasons requires 
the use of a large amount of capital. 
It was rumored that a dividend 
would be paid on January 1, but the Trust of- 
ficials would neither confirm or deny the re- 
port. Certificate holders generally are 
pleased over the progress made, 
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Glass and The Tariff. 


Mr. G. G. Green, the glass manufacturer, of 
Woodbury, N. J., has been interviewed on the 
tariff and presents some novel arguments, as 
follows to the Philadelphia Record: 

“We could compete with any importations 
of glassware,” said Colonel Green emphatically 
“both in window glass and hollow ware, if the 
duty could be removed from soda ash and 
German clay. Soda ash is not made in this 
country, and the only clay that comes into the 
market is that from Missouri, which is really 
unfit for use. The special duty on soda ash is 
about 25 per cent. of its original cost, but the 
duty on German clay is small. What sense is 
there for duty at all when neither article is 
produced in this country? With the duty off 
soda ash, which forms alarge part of glass, the 
cost of production would be largely de- 
creased,” 

“About how much?” 

“As nearly as we can estimate it the reduc- 
tion would be equal to 16%% per cent. on the 
capital we have invested. That means that 
we could either increase our workmen's 
wages that much, declare dividends amount- 
ing to that much, or sell or products with that 
reductien. 

* Our experience has been,” continued Colo- 
nel Green, “that our business has prospered 
best where there is a tariff to meet the neces- 
sary expenses of government. Now, we have 
a Dranch house in Toronto, Canada. We did 
manufacture all our glassand produced all our 
printed matter there for that house when 
Canada hada tariff about 50 per cent lower 
than now. When the tariff was increased there 


our business at once showed a perceptible fall- 
ing off. Here is our trial balance, just handed 
me yesterday. See these figures at the bot- 
tom? That shows that we must close up that 
house, where we made a good profit and did a 
good trade before.” 

The figures referred to were: ‘Loss, 
$1,807.30." “‘Another illustration comes from 
Australia, where we do much business, with 
branches in Sydney and Melbourne. Mel- 
bourne was the most prosperous province of 
Australia. It put ona high protective tariff, 
and Sydney captured all its business and trade. 
Then Sydney put on a high protective tariff 
two years ago, and our agents report a gene- 
ral depression in trade and stagnation in busi- 
ness. We can do no business in Mexico be- 
cause of the high tariff. We have goods in 
bond there now which parties refuse to re- 
ceiye because of the high cost. Other manu- 
facturers who have gone into Canada will bear 
out our statements. Glass manufacturers do 
not want any more protection; they want free 
raw materials.” 

A representative of the Philadelphia Press 
showed the article from which the avove is 
taken to A. C. Lamar, of Camden, and that 
gentleman, who is not only a manufacturer, 
but adealerin glass, oils and other builders’ 
supplies, expressed doubts of its correctness. 
He said the glass business in this country had 
been paralyzed from the day the Mills bill was 
introduced in Congress or a printed copy of it 
seen. The duty on German glass, he said, was 
infinitesimal, while that on the soda used in 
the sixteen pots of two furnaces amounted to 
but $10 per day. They required two casks,the 
duty on which was $5 each. The reduction on 
window glass proposed in the Mills bill would 
amount to at least the duty on soda and clay, 
and that would not help the manufacturers. 

“Now for each $10 paid in duty on soda,” he 
continued, “which I will admit there is no 
sense in taxing, as it is not produced in this 
country, we pay $300 in wages to the workmen 
engaged on the sixteen pots. That is, we have 
been paying that amount in the past, but to- 
day there is not a window giass factory in op- 
eration inthe United States, and some have 
been idle for two or three years, while those 
that have run have not made six per cent on 
the capital invested. 

“The usual time for starting the year’s fires 
is the first of September, but the manufac- 
turers have unanimously agreed not to start 
this year until October or November, and 
many of them will not then if there is any 
prospect of the Mills bill becoming a law 
either during the present or next session of 
Congress. They can not do business under it 
and pay wages, for the reason that window 
glass can be brought over from Europe at less 
freight than the manufacturers of New Jer- 









terday by one of the officers of the Perkins 
American Detective Agency. He was allowed 
to remain at his home under surveilance until 
yesterday on the strength of a doctor's certifi- 
cate that he was too ill to be removed to jail. 

The case is a strange one. On each lease 
there are the forged signatures of the lessor, 
lessee, witness and Justice of the Peace, who 
at the time was out of commission. The name 
of the lessee is forged in turning over the 
lease to Pennypacker, and the name itself is 
assumed. In the penitentiary, serving a term, 
is the man who 1s supposed to be this party. 

The informations on which the accused was 
arrested were made before Alderman McKel- 
vey two weeks ago,and charge that the de- 
fendant forged the names of different persons 
residing in Allegheny county to fourteen 
bogus leases purporting to be for 1,725 acres 
of land located in Scott, Snowden and Bethel 
townships. He sold these leases, tothe United 
Pipe Line and received $1 per acre, or $1,725 in 
all. These questionable forgeries were com- 
mitted between May, 1887, and May of this 
year. 

Detective Perkins was detailed right after 
the information was made to work up the case. 
He Jearned about two weeks ago that Penny- 
packer had started for Canada. Arrange- 
ments were being made to arrest the accused 
in that country when word was received from 
there that he had started for the States. A 
shadow was then placed on his residence and 
on his arrival he walked into the hands of the 
detectives. 

Pennypacker is one of the most extensive 
leasers of oil territory in the western part of 
the State. Men who engage in this business 
are termed scalpers and the business itself is 
called wildcat leasing. They visit the various 
farms in different parts of the country, es- 
pecially in those sections where an oil boom is 
in progress. The scalpers business is to lease 
| the territory from the farmer at so much per 
acre. He afterwards s>lls these leases to one 
of the large oil territory operating companies, 
or works the land for oil himself, just as he 
sees fit. The usual practice is to sell the lease. 
The price is about $1 per acre. The purchaser 
then is entitled to all the rights and privileges 
granted the original lessee. Oftentimes the 
companies like the United Pipe Lines let 
leases obtained in this way go by default. 
That is, they do not think the property worth 
holding and therefore do not put down a well 
within the time specified. 

Pennypacker from time to time presented a 
number of these leases and obtained the bonus 
of $1 an acre. It was afterwards discovered 
that the leases were bogus, and the names of 
the lessors forgeries. The names of the farm- 
ers whose names he is alleged to have forged 
are: Finley Gilkison, Wm. Ewing, Daniel Mil- 





sey can get their glass to Chicago, Boston or 
New York. It is carried almost free as ballast 
every day in the week, and the price of 
French and Belgian glass is so near that of 
American under the present tariff that we are 
afraid to start in. 

“We would have to demand a reduction of 
at least 50 per cent. in wages under the Mills 
billto compete with the foreign production, 
even if soda and clay were placed on the free 
list as raw materials, and the reason is so 
plain that no free-trade sophistry can wipe it 
out. We pay our glass-eutters twenty cents 
per box; in Europe they pay five cents for the 
same work. Our flatteners are paid at the 
rate of fifty-two cents against eight cents iu 
Europe. Our blowers last year averaged for 
the entire season of ten months $32 per week, 
while the average in Europe was $12. For 
common or unskilled lator around our fac- 
tories we paid last year $45 per month against 
$25 abroad. ‘These are hard facts and not 
vague theories, 

“The last reduction in the tariff on window 
glass caused the suspension of several facto- 
ries in the United States, while the importa-

The attorney 
knew that Mr. Murray was not in the city on 
the date on which the paper was drawn up and 
suspected something must be wrong. He re- 
ported the matter to Mr. Murray. The latter 
called at Capt. Vandergrift’s office, examined 
the signature and pronounced it a forgery. 
While he was there Mr. Pennypacker came 
into the room. Mr. Murray accused him of 

















tions have increased to such an extent that 
the revenue to the government has been sup- 
plemented by millions of dollars. Between 
8,000 and 9,000 skilled workmen in glass manu- 
factories are now idle in the four States of 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and New 
York, and are likely to remain so until the 
tariff question is settled. 

*1I can not comprehend the balance of the 
article printed in the Record and attributed 
to Colonel Green,” said Mr. Lamar. ‘He cer- 
tainly has not now or ever had, any branch of 
his glass manufacturing done either in Aus- 
tralia, Canada or Mexico, and the Record 
seems to have badly mixed up the patent med- 
icine business with the other, which has no 
bearing whatever that I can see on the point 
sought tobe made by the paper in favor of 
free trade or free raw materials.”

Forged Oil Land Leases. 


From the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette we 
take the following account of the operations 
of a broker in oil leases which has caused con- 
siderable commotion in Western oil circles: 

H. E. Pennypacker, a well known oil lease 
broker of this city, was yesterday committed 
to jail on fourteen different charges of forg- 
ery, preferred against him by J. 1. Buchanan, 
of the National Transit Company, 113 Fourth 
avenue.

The suits were brought at the in- 
stance of Capt. J. J. Vandergrift, president of 
the United Pipe Lines division of theabove 
The accused was arrested

crookedness and quite a stormy scene ensued. 
The case was then turned over to detectsve 
perkins, but no hint was given to Pennypack- 
er that he was suspected of doing anything 
wrong. Mr. Perkins then put his entire force 
to work on the vase. 

It was discovered that one, George M. 
Thurston, was also implicated. Pennypacker 
made the lease out to Thurston, Then the 
latter transferred it to Pennypacker, and he 
in turn made the transfer to Captain Vander- 
grift. It is alleged that Thurston is an as- 
sumed name, adopted by a friend of Penny- 
packer’s, whois now serving a term in the 
Western penitentiary. 

Over sixty instances where bogus leases had 
been written up were discovered. Fourteen 
of these were forgeries, as the farmers visited 
pronounced them as such. It was then decided 
to make these fourteen cases test ones, and 
the informations were accordingly made with 
the above mentioned results, 

It is also alleged that the name of Justice of 
the Peace Williams, of Castle Shannon, was 
forged, He says he never took the acknowl- 
edgments named and that the signature and 
seal attached are forgeries. His commission 
had expired before the dates of the acknowl- 
edgments, and he was out of office and would 
not acknowledge any paper if it was presented 
to him in good faith. 

The accused is of a highly respectable fam- 
ily, being a relative of Judge Pennypacker, of 
Chester county. He is well known in the 
upper oil country, having lived there for 

years, Mr, Buchanan said yesterday that he 
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believed that the accused was under the im- 
pression that the company would abandon the 
leases he had sold them. That is let them ex- 
pire without ever working the territory. If 
that were the case Pennypacker could have 
effectually covered up his tracks, asthe fact 
that he had sold them forged and bogus leases 
would never have been known.

Operations in the Glass Trade. 

At this season there is but little to note in 
the glass trade, as_ the factories in all lines are 
closed down for the annual vacation and re- 
pairs. As we stated in a previous issue, em- 
ployers and men in the various branches of the 
trade have arranged the rate of wages for an- 
other year. Last year’s rate was the basis of 
settlement generally adopted, but in one 
branch an advance was made. The bottle 
blowers’ and manufacturers’ representatives 
signed a scale which makes an advance in the 
cost of manufacturing panel bottles. In sizes 
ranging from 21 to 24 oz the blowers formerly 
received 11144 cents per dozen,but the new scale 
fixes the price atl4 cents. Last year 32 oz bot- 
tles were paid for at the rate of 12% cents per 
dozen, which price has been advanced to 16 
cents per dozen. Quite an advance was made 
in the class of goods known as “champagne 
beers.” The new scale has been favorably re- 
ceived by the bottle trade, and the factories 
will all resume work on September 11. 

The Butler Glass Company, engaged in the 
manufacture of bottles, had a factory at But- 
ler, Pa., which was recently burned down. 
This property consisted of an eight-pot and a 
twelve-pot furnace, four acres of ground,with 
all the leases and gas lines of the company. 
The plant has been sold to a trustee and a new 
company will begin operations early next 
month, Twonew gas wells will be put down, 
and the reorganized company will go to work 
with a cnpital of $50,000, half of which at least 
will be furnished by Pittsburgh parties. 

Several members of the former company, 
among whom are the Ihmsens of this city, will 
establish a factory at Anderson, Ind., in the 
Kokomo gas field, where twenty acres of land, 
$5,000 in cash, and free gas will be given them. 
Work on the new plant has been commenced. 

Several buildings forming a part of the large 
tableware glass factory to be established at 
Grapeville have already been completed, and 
it is expected that the entire plant will be fin- 
ished within the next month. The window 
glass factory being built by Pittsburg capital- 
ists at the same place is also rapidly nearing 
completion. In this connection it may be 
stated that a question has arisen which may 
yet be the cause of considerable trouble to the 
projectors of the large enterprise at Grape- 
ville. The Western Land Improvement Com- 
pany, anticipating the demand for houses 
there, is now building 160 houses of from four 
to six rooms each. These are to be rented or 
sold to employes of the glass works. The 
workmen say that in taking possession of one 
of these houses the tenant becomes a purchas- 
er, and signs an agreement which upon the 
payment of a certain sum in rent, really makes 
him the owner of his home. This agreement, 
some of the men hold, is made upon terms 
which if complied with will virtually prevent 
the workman from engaging in any strike 
while a balance on his purchase remains un- 
paid. Tothis some of the leading spirits in 
the glass unions object, and strong efforts are 
being made to oppose the plan of renting or 
selling these houses. A number of the most 
prominent unionists, however, have indorsed 
the enterprise as projected, and it is hoped 
that the minor objections will be removed.— 
Am. Manufacturer. 
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The English Petroleum Markets. 
London.—The market has presented quite 
an altered appearance this week, and at times 
it has been even rather excited, A strong 
speculative move from the other side of the 
Atlantic, accompanied by a rise in freights, 
seems to be at the bottom of the spurt, and 
prices have quickly advanced 144, to 4d. per 
gallon since Friday last, Extensiye sales have 
resulted in all positions, and the following arc 
the latest rates :—American Refined at 644d. to 
644d. for September to December delivery on 
nearly the same terms, and for January to 
April at 634d. to 644d. per gallon; also Russian 
oil at 544d. to 544d. Higher rates have likewise 
been paid for American water-white oil, viz., 
744d, to 834d., according to brands; and Refined 
Coal Oil is dearer at 5444,; but Petroleum Spirit 
is without noticeable change.

Martin Quinn bought a 20 acre lease with 
one well on it, five years ago, and January 
last sold a 20 acre lease for $300, reserving one 
acre with the old well, of which he sold a one- 
half interest for $250, and July 14shot the 
well, which had been producing 10 to 15 bar- 
rels per month for several years, from the 
third sand. The result was a sixty barrel well 
the first 24 hours, and it is yet doing from 25 to 
30 barrels per day of good amber oil, worth 
13c. premium, 

A VERY PECULIAR FEATURE. 

The difference in producing amber oil and 
any other is that the rock must not be allowed 
to get bare or “stripped,” but the wells must 
be tubed well up and the fluid allowed to 
stand on the rock all the time. 

Another great feature of second sand rock 
is that the water does not affect it, and cases 
have been known where the water has stood 
upon the rock for six months in old wells;with 
the casing drawn, and when shot produced oil, 
as when newly drilled. 

One remarkable case in point is this: In 
1865-6, at the time when Pithole was in all its 
glory, there was drilled in that section no lesS 
than from 2,000 to 2,500 wells. At that time 
there wasno law against leaving abandoned 
wells unplugged, and as soon as a well played 
out, the tubing, casing and drive pipe was 
pulled, and the water allowed to fill the kole. 
One by one the wells were abandoned, until 
but two or three were left. The strange part 
of this comes in by the discovery that wells 
recently drilled in close proximity to those 
abandoned so long ago, do notsshow the least 
signs of water. 


PLEASANTVILLE’S GAS PLANT. 
At last, after many days of anxious watch- 


ing and waiting “the hill city” has got natural 
gas and can talk to the coal and wood dealers 
just as mean as it likes without fear of fut- 
ure punishment, the exact opposite of that 
in store for sinners after death, 

The way it came about was as follows: Black 
Bros. first drilled on the A. W. Brown lot, get- 
ting a small quantity of gas and some oil. In 
September last Mr. Brown utilized this for 
fuel at his residence and wells. In May Mr. 
Brown drilled No, 20n his Chestnut street land, 
which resulted in finding a fine flow of gas. 
This he sold to “The Pleasantville Gas and 
Fuel Co,” and it has since that time been sup- 
plying 25 stores and buildings. In June last 
Black Bros. leased the H. Lockwood farm con- 
taining 24acres and on July 13 completed a 
well, which furnishes gas enough to supply 
the town. The well and lease were recently 
purchased by H. J. Hopkins, who is busy at 
work laying a line to furnish light and heat to 
all who wish it. Other wells are to be drilled 
at once on the property. 


NOTES BY THE WAYSIDE. 
Col. Doolittle and the Noyes & Haskell es- 


tate, all of Pleasantville, have a large amount 
of valuable property in this second sand dis- 
trict, which is estimated to be about four 
miles long and from one to two miles wide, 
judging from the present outlook. 

Noyes & Wilson have a small well on the old 
Young farm adjoining the Black. 

A. W. Brown, on McCasland farm, near 
Pithole Center, has a well located lease and 
proposes drilling it soon. 

Dack & Walters are drilling on the Dack re- 
serve, formerly known as “Tight Pinch.” 

The ubiquist and irrepressible Black Bros., 
who are emerging from acloud of doubt en- 
tertained in the minds of some as to 
their sanity, are now looked upon as 
prophets of a new oil era, and are also 
drilling on the Samuel Blank farm at Pithole 
and various other farms throughout the field- 

Pleasantville is now enjoying a healthy 
business. Hotels are swarming with guests 
and the livery business is taxed to its fullest 
capacity, and oil seekers from old oil fields 
are returning to the old stamping grounds of 
years gone by. 

H. B. Porter has bought the Geo. Keese 
farm at West Pithole, containing 100 acres, 
reported at $40 per acre, 4 royalty. 

Foey & Co. have purchased of Gardy & Ful- 
lerton a 20-acre lease on the Lyde farm, with 
one well on it. Consideration, $1,800. 

Hopkins & Heald have 25 acres on the Ful- 
lerton farm, near the National Oil Co.'s lands. 

Heald at East Shamburg pulled an old well 
that had been doing nothing for years, and 
finding the tubing clogged with paraffine, 
shot it with the result of 10 barrels per day at 
the start. It is now doing seven barrels per 
day, showing that the second sand will pay in 
the old Shamburg district. 

William White has found the second sand on 
his lease in the Red Hot district, but with 
what result was not learned. ;

The Salt Industry of New York. 


A correspondent writing from Warsaw, N. 
Y., to a daily paper in this city, communicates 
some interesting particulars concerning the 
salt industry of this State, and he refers par- 
ticularly to the treatment of the subject in 
the Mills tariff bill. He says that the discovery 
of salt was made in a singular manner: In the 
year 1880 W. B, Everest, of Rochester, went to 
Warsaw and began boring for oil. It was an 
experimental well. Mr. Everest’s father had 
owned a farm some three miles from the vil- 
lage, and Mr. Everest, when a boy, had become 
strongly attached to the place. To him there 
was no region so beautiful or containing such 
rich land as the Wyoming Valley. He was 
confident that a soil so rich on the surface 
must contain something equally valuable be- 
low it. He did not find oil, however, but he 
found something else of great value—salt, 
His oil drill penetrated a bed of rock salt eighty 
fget thick. Moreover, the salt was of excel- 
lent quality, much better than the rock salt 
of England. Subsequent investigation with 
drills showed that the bed underlay 600 miles 
of territory in Western New York, and it is 
estimated that there are 2,000,000 barrels of 
salt (in the rock salt form) under each acre of 
that 600 miles of territory. 

Warsaw had been asleepy, retrogading town 
up to the time of this discovery, but now her 
men of property bestirred themselves, and set 
to work organizing salt manufacturing com- 
panies. They were all new to the business, 
but they were confident that they could 
learn the processes of salt manufacture, and 
se!l the product at a profit. Morever, there 
was a small duty imposed at the Custom 
Houses by the Republican protective tariff, 
which they knew would guard their infant 
industry from intense competition with 
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European salt maners. In their own country 


they had as competitors only fellow Ameri- 
cans engaged in salt making at Syracuse in 
this State and at Saginaw in Michigan. 
Soon the passengers on the railways that 
run on the slopes of the big hills that overlook 
this town saw derricks arising in the valley or 
up the hillsides a little way. Pretty quickly 
there were many derricks in sight and so 
many drills at work that one could think him- 
self transported to the Pennsylvania oil fields. 
Buildings that looked like factories sprang up 
around these derricks and then salt vats were 
constructed. It was four or five years ago 
when the first salt manufactory was fully es- 
tablished, but now sixty-five salt wells have 
been drilled. Moreover, there is the salt mine 
of the Retsof Mining Company, near Piffard, 
in Livingston County, where they have sunk a 
shaft 1,000 feet, and are taking out rock salt in 
solid blocks, as though it were so much 
granite. The industry has spread from War- 
saw northward along the valley to Leroy, in 
Genesee County, and has leaped over the big 
hill that divides this valley from the valley of 
the Genesee River, and salt works have been 
established there also. 

The prosperity of all these works is threat- 
ened by the Mills tariff bill, which puts salt up- 
on the free list. “‘There isn’t any gradual re- 
duction of the tariff so far as we are concern- 
ed,” said a Democratic salt manufacturer, a 
few days ago, “but a step at once to free trade 
in salt. If the bill becomes a law we shall 
have to discharge our hands and shut up our 
salt works, for we cannot ccmpete with the 
Englishmen.” 

The salt manufacturing companies in this 
neighborhood which will be injured by the 
Mills bill, if it becomes a law, are as follows: 
Castile Salt Works, at Castile; Duncan Salt 
Company, at Silver Springs; Silver Lake Salt 
Company, at Perry; Kerr Salt Company at 
Rock Glen, Eldridge, Empire, Hawley, Gouin- 
lock & Humphrey, Warsaw Dairy, Standard, 
Miller & Crystal salt companies, at Warsaw; 
Pearl Salt Company, at Pearl Creek; Le Roy 
Salt Company, at Le Roy; Lackawanna and 
Royal salt companies, at Mt. Morris; Leicester 
Salt Company at Cuylerville; York Salt Com- 
pany, at York; Livingston and Genesee salt 
companies at Piffard. These companies have a 
capital of $3,000,000 and they employ 2,000 men, 

Assemblyman Van Gorder, of Wyoming 
county, speaking last week of the attack of 
Mills on the salt industry, said: “We have all 
seen that industry spring up, and have real- 
ized its financial benefit to the country. Itis 
truly an infant industry, but infant as it is, it 
has reduced the price of salt to the American 
people to a large extent during the last five 
years, and if Congress will only let us alone to 
improve our processes of salt making, we will 
lower the price of salt still further. Mark 


how we have already reduced the price per 
barrel: 





“Our annual output of salt is 6,600,000 bush- 
els. That isa vast amount, and one can real- 
ize the growth of the business when he learns 
that the long established Onondaga Salt 
Works at Syracuse, backed as they are by the 
State, only produced 5,885,728 bushels of salt 
last year. 

N.S. Beardsley, president of the Empire Salt 
Mining Company, said, a few days ago, “The 
2000 salt makers of Wyoming, Genesee, and 
Livingston counties are much agitated by the 
proposition of Mr. Mills to put salt on the free 


list,because they know that we would be com- 


pelled to close Our salt works if the Mills bill 


should become a law, and they would be out 


of employment. We would also have sunk in 
vain alarge amount of capital, expended to 
build up a new industry in America. 
years the English had a monopoly of the salt 
business, and charged just such prices as they 
pleased. Then we opened the Onondaga. Salt 
Works and the Saginaw works, put on a pro- 
tective duty, and forced down the price of 
salt. Then this Wyoming salt field was dis- 
covered, and we set to work to manufacture 
still cheaper salt. We found that our rock 
salt was of much better quality than the Eng- 
lish rock salt. That has a reddish tinge, while 
ours is white. Consequently ours is of a bet- 
ter quality. At the recent Exposition in New 
Orleans, our Warsaw dairy salt was declared 
the best and received the medal. 

“It seems to me that it would bea wrong 
policy on the part of our government to crush 
such a rising industry as ours, which gives em- 
ployment to so many American laborers. Not 
only are 2,000 men directly employed in the 
salt works, but a large number of men are em- 
ployed in making barrels for the transporta- 
tion of salt, and women are employed in 
making sacks. Then think of the large num- 
ber of railroad employes that get wages from 
handling our product. We sell two-thirds of 
our product in the New York market. 
despite the duty of $160 a ton, about one- 


third of the salt used in the United States 
Cheap labor does

quence of their pauper labor to sell us one-third 
the salt we use, despite the duty of $1 60 a ton 
what would be the effect of removing that 
duty?

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We have to pay $2 a ton for the transportation 
of our salt from this place to New York, and 
that is such a low rate that the railroads make 
no profit upon it. If the Mills bill should bee 
come a law our men would have to take 40 or 
50 cents a day for their labor, or we should 
have to close our works. 

“The labor employed represents about the 
total cost of salt. Our method is to drill down 
to the bed of rock salt, and then pump up the 
brine and manufacture it into salt. We take 
every precaution to keep down the cost of 
manufacture. Our laborers receive from $1 5 
to $2 a day. That is twice as much and in 
some cases three times as much as laborers in 
English salt works receive. We pay, as I 
have said, $2 a ton for the transportation of 
our salt from Warsaw to New York. Where 
the Englishmen do not send over their salt as 
ballast they pay $1 a ton. Then they have to 
pay $160 duty aton, That makes the freight 
charges and duty to them a total of $260, But 
they pay their laborers so much a day less, 60 
cents a day, that they are on an equal footing 
now with us. A removal of the duty of $1 60 
aton would instantly drive us away from the 
seaboard. In the interior, too, we shonld at 
once suffer from the competition of the Cana- 
dian salt makers, who get their workingmen 
at less wages than we pay ours. A Jarge num- 
ber of men are employed in Michigan and In- 
diana making material for barrels for us. Last 
year the Empire Works used 15,000,000 staves 
and a proportionate amount of hoops and 
headings. We used also 3,000,000 bags made by 
American girls in American mills. There are 
thirteen other salt mannfactories in Wyoming 
County besides this one. The salt makers of 
Western New York have reduced the cost of 
salt to consumers 33% per cent. within three 
years, so that a barrel worth 25 cents, holding 
five bushels of salt, is sold at all the works to- 
day for 60 cents, barrel and all.” 

L. H. Humphrey, of the Gouinlock & 
Humphrey Salt Manufacturing Company, said 
on Friday: “‘We have four wells in Warsaw. 
We make a good deal of salt, but the margin 
isclose. The quality of the salt is ex -ellent, 
but we are snbjected to a good deal of English 
competition already. They dump down salt 
by the 10,000 packages in the New York mar- 
ket and sell it for what it will bring. That in- 
jures business. Of course, if the Mills bill 
should become a law we should be over- 
whelmed with a flood of English salt, and we 
should not be able to do business in the sea- 
coast cities at all. The Englishman on ac- 
count of cheap labor and cheap transporta- 
tion can land saltin New York atacheaper 
cost than we can. The $160 duty is our only 
protection. I have always maintained that 
there has been more money sunk in the salt 
business here than has been got out of it. If 
we can be let alone by Congress for a while, 
subject only to the competition of other salt 
makers in the United States, we shall be able 
to lower still further the price of salt. There 
is no salt trust, and it has been found to be 
impossible to create any sort of combination 
to keep up prices.’ 

Charles H. Freeman, of New York, is vice- 
president of the Retsof Mining Company, at 
Piffard. He was at the works a few days ago 
and said toa correspondent: “We mine rock 
salt here; getting out from 400 to 600 tons of it 
aday. Weemploy 150men, They see as well 
as ourselves the deadly effect the passage of 
the Mills bill would have on our business. It 
is with great difficulty now that we compete 
in the New York market with the coarse sal; 
from Liverpool, Turk’s Island and Lisbon. 
Ours is truly an infant industry. There is 
only one other mine of this kind in the United 
States, and that is on Petit Anise Island, 
Louisiana, We are building a trade which di- 
rectly concerns the farmers of this country; 
as the coarse salt is fed to horses and cattle. 
If the Mills bill passes we shall not be able to 
sell any more of our product in the New York 
market.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market has recovered during 
the past week from the slough of despondency 
into which it had been thrown by the indiffer- 
ence of consumers and speculative operators. 
The bull feature is again prominent and came 
to the relief of the market at atime when all 
the other elements had combined to produce 
stagnation and weakness. The speculators of 
bullish tendencies are supposed to have taken 
hold now under the impression that a large 
quantity of August delivery lead had been 
sold short and their intention is to squeeze 
the putative shorts. There isa well defined 
Opinion, howe ver, that this impression is a 
mistaken oneand that the present bouyancy 
of the market cannot long be maintained. The 
improvement in prices bas not stimulated the 
demand and the market closes very quiet at 
4 25c for spot and early futures. Messrs. Ever- 
ett & Post write us from Chieago on the 4th 
inst.: ‘*The week has been one of uncertainty 
yet our local buyers have taken in consider- 
able lead at the ruling prices from day to day. 
We estimate the sales at over 800 tons, prin- 
cipally common lead from 3 90@4 05e. At the 
close, prices are firm, and there is a very good 
inquiry for both spot and future. At St. Louis 
the local trade has been quiet and most of the 
business transacted has been on speculative 
account. Consumers claim to be fairly sup- 
plied. Prices have ranged from 3 80 to 5 05e at 
the close. Sales for the week foot up some 
500 tons. The London market has been quiet 
and steady. Spanish ruling steady at £13 2s 6d 
spot and £13 futures. English £13 5s and £15 
js 6d. Offerings are very light.” 

The white lead market has been very dull 
during the past week, such business as was re- 
ported being strictly of a jobbing character. 
The downward tendency of the market con- 
tinues, and though there has been no change 
inlist prices, large buyers when they appear 
haveno difficulty in obtaining concessions from 
the rates formerly quoted. Leadin oil is now 
selling close to 5c net and we have heard of 
offers to sell dry lead at 434c, and in one in- 
stance at even less. The long continued de- 
moralization is inducing some corroders to 
agitate the question of a reorganization of 
the White Lead Association, and possibly 
something may come of this in the near fu- 
ture. 

There has been a decided lack of animation 
in the market for American oxide of zinc, and 
small sales only are reported at unchanged 
rates, the same being 444@4%c,* according to 
quality. French zincs have been stationary 
at 5%c fordry Antwerp red seal in bbls. of 
220% ibs; Paris red seal 63gc, and 7c for 
Paris green seal. Discountson French are as 
follows: To buyers oe 10 bbl. lots of one or 
assorted grades 1 %, 25 bbls 2 * and 50 bbis 
4%. No discount is allowed on less than 
10-bb] lots, and discounts include brokerage.

Chalk continues scarce, which is mostly duc 
to high freight rates, and manufacturers of 
whiting in some quarters are sadly in need of 
supplies. The nominal spot quotation con- 
tinues at $4,while stocks to arrive are still held 
at $3 50 . 

China Clay—A fair jobbing demand is re- 
ported, with the prime and medium grades 
very scarce, on spot. The extra qualities are 
in sufficient supply, while the trading may be 
considered as reasonably satisfactory for the 
season. Prices continue steady and unchanged 
at $18 for the best grades, $16 for the medium 
and $14 for the low grades. American has 
been rather quiet at $10 50@11. 

Talc—Foreign is in better demand at the 
moment, and 1c is being paid for a good 
quality of imported, in large quantities and as 
high as 1%c for smaller needs, American 
kinds are rather slow of sale, and without 
special feature. The quotations range from 
1c for the best quality to %@le for inferior 
grades. 

Terra Alba.—French is very scarce, and all 
the first arrivals are placed. This does not 
indicate that the demand has been excessive, 
but that the quantity coming is small. The 
quotations are nominal, and as high as 85c has 
been paid for supplies on spot. No. 2 is job- 
bing in the ordinary way at 45@50c. 

Whiting. All factories are’ disposing of thelr 
output without any trouble. and the article is 
exceedingly firm at our former quotations of 
45@455c for commercial and 60@65c for gilders. 


Clues. 

The general dullness in trade is also felt in 
this branch. with a decided downward ten- 
dency in prices for certain grades—more par- 
ticularly fair to good hide stock glues, which 
are now Offering in considerable quantities by 
two or three prominent manufacturers, one of 
whom has gone out of business, and has still a 
very large stock on hand to be disposed of. We 
understand that a dealer in this city has leased 
the factory of the concern alluded to, and is 
about to venture on the manufacture of glue 
for his own account, Does the present condi- 
tion of affairs warrant such a step ? 

The mest prominent feature of the week is 
the reduction of Cooper’s price—a very con- 
siderable cut in the low grades. The jobbing 
vrade has been set agog by the unexpected 
mov which will undoubtedly have a still 
more av. ressing. effect on the market as well 
as on sma!ier manufacturers, who are thus 
virtually, if not practically crowded out of 
competition. It is asked why has this reduc- 
tion been decided upon at this moment? 
and if it is on account of a 
surplus of stock? or if it is a move 
against a large Western manufacturer who 
has lately made large contracts with certain 
parties who, until recently, were customers of 
the Cooper factory. It is also asked if it is to 
crowd out the new aspirant for honors in the 
“all hide stock” line. We do not know and 
are not likely to find out. Under these cir- 
cumstances we quote for to-day: Fine brown 
hide glues 1344@lic, medium hide glues 10%@ 
12c, common hide glues 8@l0c. White pig 
glues hold theirown and are stiff, for best 
10%@llc, off colors, (not good,) 84%4@10c. We 
shall watch this branch for a further report in 
our next.

tone is to be noted in the 
vegetable oil line the single exception, 
probably, of Western linseed oil, which is 
placed in a peculiar position, as explained be- 
low. The other markets are 
and trade is reported unusually active for this 
time of the year. Orders are larger and more 
frequent and mostly for immediate delivery, 
which 13 an indication that the legitimate ne- 
cessities of the trade pressing and more 
important. It time since the

vegetable oil markets with remarks of this 
character; the situation calls for special men- 
tion as traders generally speak of the liberal 
movement of goods, the upward tendency of 
prices and the comparatively limited supplies. 
Linseed oil has a moderate outlet, but the 
movement is retarded by the unexplained 
cheap offerings of out of town brands, which 
give the market an unsettled feeling and post- 
pones business, as buyers only fill immediate 
necessities on a declining market. There is an 
apparent effort on the part of some out of 
town holders to get ahead of each other in the 
New York market, and buyers are offered in- 
ducements, but they postpone action until 
others are heard from, and in this way the 
market has receded from its position of six

days ago. We have sales of oil in cars 
at 46c. and it is intimated that 45c 
would buy, but bids at the latter 
figure are only solicited by brokers 


and it is still questionable if 45¢ would cause a 
movement; still there isa disposition among 
buyers to look for easier prices on out-ot- 
town lots. It is said that the cheap offerings 
are limited to Ohio and New York State oil, 
but there is a suspicion that the cutting ex- 
tends some distance westward. Receivers of 
Western oil quote 48c ina jobbing way from 
store and will not acknowledge that the lower 
prices emunated from that source, still it 
would not be difficult to trace sales to that 
quarter made at 46c during the week. City 
crushers are firm and uniform ir their de- 
mands of 53c and manifest no inclination to 
meet the lower quotations. They still claim 
that the position of stocks justifies a steady 
market and that no excuse can be found fer 
favoring buyers to the extent de- 
veloped during the week. There is more 
or less speculation on the crop prospects, and 
while it is conceded that the seed crop 
will be slightly in excess of last year, the fig- 
ures so far presented are not accepted by the 
trade as trustworthy. 

The cotton oil market is feeling the scar- 
city of prime oil, as it is seldom offered and 
commands a premium. Small lots of prime 
for the season comprise the offerings and they 
realize comparatively good figures, crude 
being held at 4lc and summer yellow at 46@- 
4ic. The available supplies were more closely 
concentrated during the week, sales aggre- 
gating 3,000 bbls having been made in this 
market; most of the stock changing hands 
comes from Atlanta and Memphis, while a 
portion of it was in here. One 
mportant transaction was on private terms, 
and as the parties Interested will not talk, ac- 
curate particulars cannot be given. It is re- 
p -rted, however, that 900 bbis of prime crude 
brought a price equal to 40c in New York, and 
that 600 bbls of prime summer yellow realized 
in the neighborhood of 45c, and 300 bbls off- 
color summer yellow about 42c. As these 
figures are supposed to be mere speculation 
on the part of operators, the trade does not 
uccept them as reliable. Prime cruae for the 
season was offered in small quantities on 
‘Change to-day, at 36c for New Orleans deliy- 
ery. There is very little oil in any of the 
Southern markets, but outside holders are 
releasing stocks to prepare for next season. 
Tae crop is only about two weeks 
late insome parts of the South, and fully as 
early as the average season in other coiton dis- 
tricts, according to the statements of visitors 
from that section. Great expectations are 
based on the operations this year, and the re- 
sult promises to be better than any season 
within the history of the industry. A good 
crop of seed is assured, the properties are in 
splendid condition and being put in readiness 
for prompt work, while the improvements in 
manufacture will make still better products 
in addition to utilizing for other purposes 
what were formerly waste materials. It is 
expected that the seed market In New Orleans 
will open at $12 per ton ex-levee. A little 
soap stock is still to be had in this market at 
14c. The expectation is for higher prices all 
around as the statistical position could hardly 
be better at this time of the year, and the 
member of holders is very limited.

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Criticising the Soap Movement. 








“What does this talk about a soap trust 
amount to?” was asked of one of Beston’s best 
posted soap men bya representative of the 
Boston Advertiser. 


“It amounts to nothing,” said he. “It is 
simply an effort on the part of a certain soap 
maker, who is a red hot democrat, to make 
political capital and get a lot of free adver- 
tising for himself. It is perfectly absurd to 
talk about such a trust, for it is an impossibil- 
ity toform one. Look at it. You can not go 
into a town of any size in the country but 
what you will find at least one soap factory, 
and often there will be two orthree. You 
don’t suppose the men that run these could 
all be corralled into a trust? They are among 
our strongest competitors. Many of them go 
about from house to house, collect soap fat, 
make it into soap, then pay for it in the man- 
ufactured article. Our State of Massachu- 
setts stands third in the Union in the list of 
soap making States.” 

“Free trade would not 
would it?” 

“No, it wouldn't hurt it, but it would kill it. 
The half dozen or so large concerns through- 
out the country would be all right for they 
make specialties which are well known, and 
besides they have plenty of capitaj, but all the 
smaller concerns would be crushe§ out. Laun- 
dry soap pays 20 per cent. duty now and caus- 
tic soda a cent a pound. Mr. Mills wants to do 
away with this 20 per cent. and reduce the 
duty on thesoda. Were such a law to be en- 
forced all the hundreds and thousands of local 
soap factories would have to close up, because 
the Germans can undersell us, They are 
born soap makers and about seven-eighths of 
the employes in the large soap factories of the 
country are Germans. In toilet soap the 
French beat the world.” 

“If you want to see what the tariff can do 
for soap making, look at Canada. We had 
that market a few years :go, but now we have 
practically no trade there. As soon as a large 
demand is created for any article in the proy- 
inces, the government putson a heavy duty 
and the local manufacturers soon control the 
market and exclude the imported goods.” 

“We have a modest trade with London, Am- 
sterdam, the Sandwich Islands, Central Amer- 
ica, the west coast of South America and other 
places, but the home market is our main re- 
liance. One would naturally suppose that 
there would be no season in our business. We 
sell most of our goods between March and 
November. People wash a great deal more in 
summer than in winter. May and June are 
the busiest months.” 

“There is no trust in soap, then ? 

“There may be trust for soap, but there is 
not and cannot be trust in soap. Undoubtedly 
Western makers would like to form one, be- 
cause the cream of soap business is east of the 
Mississippi River, and when they attempt to 
branch out toward the Eastward they find too 
ffeen competition from New York. Water 
rates from Chicago Eastward are high, while 
rates from the East to Chicago are low. The 
canal boats bring grain East, and almost beg a 
cargo for the return trip for ballast. Now, 
you don’t suppose the Eastern manufacturers 
are going to enter a trust, granting that one

TUESDAY EVENING, Aug, 7, 1888. 

The course of the market during the past 
week has been steadily upward, the increasing 
strength of the statistical situation and the 
unsuccessful efforts to find large producing 
wells in the fields at length having its legiti- 
mate effect on speculative values. During 
July the engagements for export exceeded 
the production by a daily average of fully 
2,000 bbls, and it would be indeed strange if 
this condition of affairs could cantinue long 
without effect on prices. Since the incoming of 
the present month the difference has been still 
greater, the charters exceeding the runs by a 
daily average of about 10,000 bbls. The re- 
port of field operations during July also 
had a very bullish influence, the new produc- 
tion showinga very large decrease, as do also 
the new ventures. Under these combined in- 
fluences it is not at all surprising that the mar- 
ket should advance, in fact it may be regarded 
assomewhat singular that the price has not 
already reached the nineties. All the con- 
ditions favorable to a boom are present, and 
the only incentive lacking has been the apathy 
of the operators. ‘The fear on the part of those 
who would operate on the long side lest an im- 
portant new field or pool should be discovered 
which would exert a decided bear influence, 
has been taken advantage of by the bear oper- 
ators, and they have until very recently been 
enabled to nullify all the bullish influences. 
Under existing conditions nothing short of the 
discovery of a new producing field or of an 
important gusher in advance or developed 
territory should have any effect in checking 
the upward movement before it reaches a 
point where oil may be considered a fair value, 
and beyond which it would not be safe to go, 
owing to the consequent advance of refined to 
a point which would injure our foreign trade. 
The course of the market during the coming 
week will be watched with unusual interest. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 6,174,000 bbls 
against 3,978,000 bbls for the preceding week, 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 17,670,000 bbls, against 16,088,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 39,724,000 bbls against 39,766,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
pice of the week was reached to-day, when 
883gc was touched. The lowest point of 
the week was 80gc, and was touched Wed- 
nesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 8lc, and the close this evening 
was at 884c, showing a gain as the result of 
the week’s trading of 714c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations tor the week was &c. 
i}The news from the producing regions has 
been very bullish, several dry holes being 
scored where good wells had been confidently 
expected, while the production of the newer 
producers shows that they lack staying quali- 
ties. In the Washington field the 8S. Fergus 
Homestead No.2 and Breck No. 1 are both 
dry, and this puts a quietus on further opera- 
tions out ahead of the Fergus pool. At Tay- 
lorstewn the Flynn well on the White faim is 
in the sand and boarded up for a mystery. 
The McGinnes well on the Crossland lot is on 
topsand and showing good. Reighard’s No. 2 
is in the sand and showing fairly good. Wash- 
ington is on the down grade, so is Taylorss 
town. The latest word from Mt. Morris is 
that the Faul well is losing its grip and going 
off with the customary rapidity. 

Young Bros.’ well, Graham farm, Glade 
Run, is dry and abandoned. This is the eighth 
dry hole found by Pittsburg operators in ad- 
vance of the supposed easterly extension of 
Glade Run. 

At Bakerstown, Grace’s well, on the Huff- 
man farm, at 17 feet in the sand was without 
any oil, but the gallant captain may yet find 
the grease. 

Mt. Morris and Nineveh are about 25 miles 
distant from each other, with Waynesburg 
about midway between, and the recent strikes 
have perceptibly increased the number of 
people in that town. The road near the Smith 
well at Nineveh was blocked with buggies and 
other vehicles, and from 30 to 50 professional 
oil men from the Washington field were there 
at one time, to say nothing of the curiosity 
seekers. The well was opened again Wednes- 
day, the new tanks being erected, and the oil 
flowed nicely, sometimes -pouting into the 
derrick. Anthony Tripp, an old farmer, sold 
his land near the Smith farm for $200 an acre, 
and John Ray, brother of J. Warren, leased 
his farm, the second one west from the Smith, 
for $2,200 bonus and the one-eighth royalty. 

The monthly field report makes a very bull- 
ish showing, as will be seen by the following 
summary of work completed and in progress 
and the productioyg of the new wells:

The market for refined in bar rels for export, 
though active. did not show so brisk an in- 
quiry for future delivery, but sales for imme- 
diate and August loading were fully as large 
as last week. The falling off is no doubt due 


to the extreme rates asked for freight room 
to continental ports and the difficulty of se- 


curing desirable vessels. Shippers have not 
hesitated to place orders for oil whenever 
suitable vessels could be secured, the higher 
price of oil seemingly having no effect as the 
foreign markets have advanced even faster 
thar has the home market. The increased 
activity in the speculative market for certiti- 
cates and the advance in crude has made the 
shippers eager to secur oil to replenish the 
depleted stocks abroad before a further ad- 
vanee takes place. On Wednesday last the 
price of 70° Abel test was advanced to 75gc and 
on Friday to 7%4c for all loadings 
since which time the market has remained 
firm at that figure with the prospects good for 
afurther advance should the market for cer- 
tificates continue in its present course. The 
principal foreign markets have advanced 
steadily during the week. To-day’s quotations 
by cable were Bremen, 7 9m; Antwerp, 204@ 
205¢f; London 7@74d; and Liverpool, 744@73<d. 

Freight rates continue to advance, and the 
supply of desirable bottoms is inadequate to 
fill requirements. Hence to London 3s 3d 
is now the rate, though 3s 444d is required in 
instances. To Continental ports the range is 
now 3s 6d@4s 6d, as to port and vessel. Home 
trade lots have been in somewhat better re- 
quest, and these are now held higher. We 
quote 84@s%c for State legal test; 84@8lec 
for 110 test; 834¢@s5¢c for New York City 100° 
flash, and 874@9\«c for 150° water white. West- 
ern lots are quoted at about the same figures. 

Cases for export continue to receive very 
little attention and the total sales reported 
barely reach 50,000.

There was in the evi- 
dence some difference of opinion as tothe 
proper definition of the word “drugs,” which 
the parcel was said to contain, but it seemed 


to him that by using the word “drugs,” the 
defendant or his assistant was using a mis- 


leading word, and that anybody with no spe- 
cial scientific knowledge would nat irally 
infer from the word that,what was meant was, 
medicine. The contents of the parcel were to 
be used to compose colored lights, that was, 
produce a chemical effect, or, to use Mr, W. E. 
Crow’s definition, they were “substances 
which could play a part in chemical action,’ 
and therefore they ought. in compliance with 
the terms of the bill of lading, to have been 
chemicals, or their nature de-

clared. Taking everything into consideration, 
and after reviewing similar cases in which 


legal points had been settled, Mr. Justice 
Leach decided for the plaintiffs, judgment be- 
ing given for the plaintiff company for the 
amount claimed and costs.

Freight Rates on Petroleum. 


Following are the resolutions adopted at the 
meeting of the oil committee of the Central 
Traffic Association, held in Chicago last week : 

Resolved, That rates on refined oil and other 
products of petroleum be made a rate per 100 
pounds at actual weight, and that, when ac- 
tual weight cannot be ascertained, it shall be 
computed at six and a half pounds per gallon, 
whether the oil be in tanks or in barrels; and 
ifin barrels the weight of packuge to be es- 
tablished at 75 pounds. 

Resolved, That the minimum car load in bar- 
rels to be 60 bbls, and that the minimum car 
load in tanks to be the full capacity of the 
tanks. When less than the minimum car load, 
as given, shall be shipped, less than car load 
rate shall be charged. In no case, however, 
shall shipment from one consignor to one con- 
signee, when in less than car louds, be charged 
more than if full car loads were sbipped. 

“Resolved, That the question of rates to be 
charged on fuel oil be referred to a committee 
representiug the Lima and Findlay districts 
and that it report to this committee at a sub- 
sequent meeting. 

“Resolved, That no change be made in the 
present basis of making rates on oil in less 
than carloads. 

“Resolved, That tariffs of different companies 
shall state upon their face the conditions 
under which these companies receive and for- 
ward oil in tank cars over their respective 
roads and the rate of mileage, if any, which is 
paid to owners of cars. 

* Resolved, that basing points and rates ap- 
pended hereto be referred to local commit- 
tees at Cleveland, Buffalo, Oil City, Pittsburg, 
Lima and Findlay, the Cleveland local com- 
mittee to take action first on rates and to pre- 
pare ani send them to different local commit- 
tees at Cleveland, and that prompt action be 
taken thereon by local committees, the Cleve- 
land committee to furnish rates to John 
Crampton, chairman of the Buffalo commit- 
tees; to James Means, chairman of Pittsburg 
committee, which also acts for Liberty; to A, 
H. McLeod, chairman of Lima committee; to 
S. H. Russel, chairman of Findlay committee 
and to R. M. Frazier, general freight agent of 
the G. W. and B. R.R. The usual ten days’ no- 
tice to be provided for in publishing the 
tariff.”

Canada Oil Report. 


A little spurt of business during the past 
few days has served to stimulate the expecta- 
tions of a few manufacturers of refined 
oil and to lead them to suppose that a _ bet- 
ter condition of things was at hand. but a 
little inquiry shows that the purchasine 
that has been done recently is simply to 
cover small requirements. There is ne 
disposition shown to buy in a large way or 
for a month, yet on the other hand there is 
no anxiety among the stronger refining 
firms to take long running contracts for 
oil, at least so far as opinions have been 
expressed, There are several firms that 
are willing to take all the business that they 
can obtain at certain prices, but their prices 
are a little above the market. For choice 
brands good prices are paid, and good orders 
can be had; for anything else there is a fluctu- 
ating demand. We hear of a good many com- 
plaints, and from several sources, of the bad 
quality of oil being put put upon the market 
lately, and there could not be a better invi- 
tation for our American friends to send their 
product into Canada than for our manufactu- 
rers to give cause for dissatisfaction, and we 
might here mention that the trade has suffer- 
ed greatly since our worthy townsman, Mr. 
James Kerr, was taken off the trade inspector- 
ship. His certificate was a trade mark 
which dealers were satisfied with it in every 
shape and form, and worthily so too, as the 
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rigid inspection which the oil underwent 
through his hands was a sufficient guarantee 
of its quality, No wonder one refiner can sell 
his oil for 1046c and another cannot quote less 
than 11!ge for car lots. Sixty

the value of the land, $1,500,000; cost of en- 
gines, derricks, and other machinery to run 
the wells, $300,000; storage tanks. $150,000; 60 
miles of pipe line with forcing machinery, 
$150,000; and the cooper shops, barrels, chemf- 
cals, etc., $250,000. There are 3,200 oil wells in 
the districts of Petirolea and Oil Springs, and 
the total value of the output of petroleum 
and products in Canada for the year 1887, is 
estimated at $2,000,000, 

One of the largest retining works in Petrolea 
isthe Imperial Oil Company. The works ot 
this company extend over 45 acres, embracing 
stills, repair shops, tin works, cooper shops, 
etc. Their cooper shops are furnished with 
machinery, so that every step in the process 
from the cutting of the staves out of the block 
to the completing of the barrels is taken 
through the medium of a machine. 

Thk total clearances on the Petrolia Oil Ex- 
change for the week ending Jumy 26, were 
15,202 bbls; for the week ending Aug. 2, were 
2,012 barrels, 

The shipments of crude, and refined reduced 
to crude equivalent, over the lines of the 
Grand Trunk and Michigan Central Railways, 
for the month ending July 31, 1888, were:

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Petroleum as Fuel. 

That petroleum can be successfully substi- 
tued for other heating substances, both min- 
eral and vegetable, in most Operations re- 
quiring heat, is no longer an Open question. 
its value as a heating agent and its adaptabil- 
ity to must uses have been abundantly proven, 
for such purposes as smelting ina blast furnace 
is not a success,owing to the necessity of the 
presence of conditions in the fuel which a 
liquid or gaseous fuel do not supply, but when 
heat alone is demanded, and no burden-bear- 
ing character in the fuel, petroleum answers 
all of the demands as well if not better than 
the solid fuel. 

This being so, the decision as to the use of 
petroleum turns upon its relative economy 
as compared with solid fuel and the abun- 
dance of the supply. ‘To the oil interests of 
this country the decision of this question is an 
important one. Notwithstanding the enor- 
mous consumption, the production is still 
greater and the stocks accumulated are im- 
mense judged by the present consumption. 
As a result, the price of oil is exceedingly low, 
and there seems no way to advance it but to 
seek if not new uses at least the extension of 
the old. Some oilis also not as well adapted 
to the production of an illuminant as others, 
and if an increased demand for crude could 
be secured the problem as to the price of oil 
and the protitableness of the business would 
be at once solved as the result of the increased 
demand, 

Some very exhaustive experiments and in- 
vestigations have been made by the Pennsy!- 
vania railroad in the use and economy of oil as 
a fuel for locomotives. The systems that prom- 
ised the best results have been carefully and 
exhaustively tried with the general result that 
so far as relates to this road at least oil is not 
as economical a fuel as coal. 


Using approximate figures as being more 
easily carried in the mind, it was found that 
in heat production one ton of oil was equal to 
134 tons of coal, but all economies considered, 
one ton of oil equals two tons of coal. The 
ton of oil equals about 644 to 7 barrels. Now 
it was found that oil at 30 cents a barrel cost 
50 per cent more than at the rates at which the 
Pennsylvania railroad secure their supplies. 
This would seem to settle the question as far 
as concerns its consumption in locomotives on 
railroads situated as the Pennsylvania rail- 
It is not, however, conclusive as to its 
use in other directions when the conditions of 
its use are different, nor in localities not so fa- 
with reference to coal as the

The excessive heat of the past week has 
put a damper on trade and we find very little 
activity in any branch of the drug market. 
The confident feeling which prevailed at thg 
date of our last is still noticeable, but there 
have been very few actual changes in an up- 
ward direction. At the same time there is little 
marked depression in any line, the general 
tone of the market being one of steadiness.

The improved tendency of the opium market 
noted in our last has not continued, and the 
feeling at present is somewhat unsettled. 
While some holders quote $2 80 for single 
cases, it iscurrently reported that no difficulty 
would be experienced by buyers in getting 
orders filled at $2 75, and that if a larger quan- 
tity were wanted possibly $270 might be ac- 
cepted. However, there is at present scarcely 
enough business doing in this market to test 
values, and it is impossible to say whether the 
talk of comparatively low prices amounts to 
anything or not. Meanwhile the tone of 
the Smyrna market remains firm, the last 
eabled quotation from there for ordinary 
quality being 8s 5d, which is equal to $2.12% in 
bond here. Ina jobbing way a fair amount of 
business has been done during the weck, 
though the demand is not so active as at the 
date of our last. In lots as wanted the quota- 
tions remain $2.80@.2.9), according to quantity 
and seller. For powdered the quotations are 
$3.95@4.00, but it is not in much request. 

Quinine. 

The situation in the quinine market is prac- 
tically unchanged from last week. There has 
been some falling off in the consuming de- 
mand but a fairly active business’ is 
yet being done at 35@3tc., as to quan- 
tity, brand and seller. There is no spec- 
ulative inquiry whatever, and though it is said 
that stock in large bulk is readily procurable 
at 31@35c, as to brand, nobody appears to want 
it. An encouraging feature to holders is the 
fact that the bark shipments from Ceylon for 
July show a marked falling off, and this, taken 
in connection with the firm market for bark in 
London, and the fact that the German manu- 
facturers have now nothing to ofter for deliv- 
ery before late October, is thought by some to 
indicate that a period of better prices for the 
alkaloid in this market is not far off. The do- 
mestic manufacturers continue to report a 
good jobbing demand at former prices.

There is an active jobbing 
demand for grain at $2 20@220, but wood is 
quiet at nominal prices. 

Borax is quiet for refined but there is a very 
good business doing in concentrated. We 
continue to quote the former at 84@8e for 
city and 84@8c for California, concentrated 
being held at 7,@734c with a very small stock. 

Carbolic acid is a shade easier, though not 
quotably lower, and the market is rather 
quiet. For drums the quoted range is 30@33c 

nd for pound bottles 35@40c as to brand and 
quantity. 

Citric acid is without particular animation 
and prices are more or less nominal. Foreign 
is quotable at 0c and domestic is procurable 
for prompt delivery at the same price. 

Cantharides are dull and rather easy at 
$1 324@1 35 for Russian and s88@40c for 
Chinese. 

Cannabis indica is without change. There is 
little inquiry,but small stocks keep the market 
firm. We quote 12% for prime and 744@l0c for 
lower grades. 

Cuttle fish bone is in increased demand, but 
limited offerings restrict business. Prices ave 
still below the cost of importation, jobbing 
sales being made-at 2c. 

Codliver oil of the Norwegian varicty is not 
in demand on the spot at present and prices 
are rather nominal at $22 W@25 as to brand 
and quantity. According to late advices from 
Europe there has been quite an unprecedented

The distance from Lima to South Chicago 
is 206 miles. Lima is three hundred feet high- 
er than South Chicago, and were it not for an 
elevation of ten feet higher than Lima in the 
vicinity of Laketon, Ind., gravitation might 
furnish the motor power, On the siphon 
principle it might even te lifted over this ele- 
vation, but the velocity would be so greatly 
retarded that the commercial value of the 
line would be destroyed. Therefore the fiow 
must be “accelerated,” and for that purpose 
great pumping works have been erected at 
Lima which will force the product thence to 
South Chicago in from eight to nine days.

Review of the Petroleum Field. 


The Oil City Derrick reviews the oil field for 
July as follows: 

In the month just ended 82 wells were fin- 
ished, yielding at the close 1,179 barrels new 
production, and 25 dry holes, against 87 fin- 
ished wells, 3,934 barrels new oil and 23 dry 
holes the month before. In the department 
of new work July stepped down and out over 
more drilling wells and fewer rigs than was 
consigned to her by June. The tables show 
and account for 124 drilling wells and 46 rigs, 
against 106 wells and 68 rigs on the last of 
June. On the whole there is a decrease which 
is small, it istrue, but everything counts, and 
small things often make their influence felt in 
results. In Venango we find an increase of 
nine drilling wells, due in a large measure to 
the insane operations going forward in the 
old territory about Pithole, where oil is being 
found in small areas and limited quantities in 
a stray sand, that responds more or less gene- 
rously to glycerine’s shock.

producing in the neighbornood of 40 bbis. a 
day. The output might be increased by the 
use of explosives, but the rock is thin and this 
tells the whole story. The Montgomery well, 
still further eastward on a northeast belt line, 
from the reposing hutcher, was thought at 
one time to be something of a well, but it de- 
velopea no strength under the drill, and its 
popularity has departed. Allegheny county 
came into this story a month ago with 19 wells 
and rigs. Only two have been placed in the re- 
tired list, while 14 additional wells and rigs 
have been added. The current month will see 
some tall and lofty tumbling in this butchers’ 
paradise. The dry holes will be thicker than 
flies in a sugar barrel, or we sball miss our 
guess. Captain Grace will probably finish the 
first well of the new crop. Haymaker will 
follow him a good second; with ordinary luck 
eight or ten wells ought to be finished in 
Bakerstown this month. The so-called wild- 
cats, drilled in advance of Bakerstown, are 
dropping in dry and matters at the Pittsburg 
front are looking serious for the professional 
wildcatter. Fifteen wells were finished in 
Washington county, of which four are dry, 
and the dry ones are all important failures. 
Beginning with Sam Fergus’ well on the Pease 
farm, which rounded up a promising exten- 
sion with a sudden check; then there is the 
McKenna Oil Company’s well on the Vance 
farm, which performed a similarly kind office 
for the general trade in another and 
equally important part of the field. Then 
Mr. Willets nipped a promising boom in the 
bud by bringing ina dry venture on the Mc- 
Nary farm. The fourth duster put in an ap- 
pearance last Saturday, on the Crothers farm 
at Taylorstown, at a spot where the owners 
would not have taken the risk of a pewter 
coin, for the assurance of at least a 100 bbl.

The gold well, 34 miles north- 
east from the sleepy butcher, came in during 
the month. It made considerable noise at the 
start, but it soon subsided, and at this writing 





















































































well. The first named dusters have consign- 
ed the Fergus pool to the bow wows, the last 
mentioned cuts off the Flynn well on the 
White farm, a possible point of extention 
South of the Taylorstown lots, upon which 
Flynn was drilling an experimental well, 
Washington produced no geysers last month 
and the last advices from there, at a late hour 
last night, was that a particularly busy well 
finished the month before, namely, Davia 4. 
has ceased to flow. This well only a day before 
was doing 25 bbis. an hour. Hart Bros. fin- 
ished a semi-wildcat venture during the 
month, on the Prigg farm, which made con- 
siderable bluster in the Gantz sand. It put on 
airs like a Fergus producer for a day or two, 
but the end came soon, and the drill is delv- 
ing for another sand. The village lots at Tay- 
lorstown are about used up, and the only drill- 
able territory that would fetch more thana 
tinker’s imprecation under the hammer is the 
Washington Oil Company’s stuff at Taylors- 
town, and the boys who keep one eye on the 
field while the other observes the trend of the 
market appreciate the fact. The wildcatter 
is abroad early and late, Kunnel E. H. Dyer 
is leading the drill a chase on the Knox farm 
near Taylorstown. Sam Fergus is dilling two 
experimental wells near Bealsville, east of 
Washington. Robbins is again tempting fate 
near Venice, and the gas companies are push- 
ing the drill in many parts with energy born of 
desperation,but they are not getting anything. 
Greene county no longer is the despised of the 
southwest triumvirate, but has suddenly ex- 
changed places with Washington, and become 
its most distinguished member. This revul- 
sion of sentiment is the result of a natural 
cause, which will appear further along. At 
Mt. Morris, Mr. Hukill finished another dry 
well; the latest failure is located on the Ken- 
nedy farm; it is not entirely featureless. The 
Big Injun, which is the oil rock of that sec- 
tion, was found to be in a badly disturbed con- 
dition which, no doubt, contributed to the 
failure of the well. This is the first break 
that has been discovered in that colossal sand, 
and about everybody doing business in that 
section is interested in the discovery. Mc- 
Cool finished an average well on the Morrison 
farm, handy to previous developments. This 
section of Greene bas lost rather than gained 
strength in the month just ended. 

The circumstance contributing to the enor- 
mous popularity of Greene county is that 
what-is-it well of Mr. Haines at Ninevah, in 
the northwestern part of the county. Mr. 
Haines’ well is a good deal of a mystery and if 
the whole truth were admitted, not to insinu- 
ate that any part of it was concealed, it would 
appear that the well is just as mucha mys- 
tery to Mr. Haines and the gentleman associ- 
ated with him as it appears to be to the public 
atlarge. The well, which none but its in- 
vestors thought well enough of to visit and 
scrape acquaintance with, struck oil on 
Wednesday last and flowed 103 barrels in 
ashort space of time; three hours has been 
named as the exact period in which this oil 
was produced, and a longer time has been 
asserted. At all events the well has madea 
good showing; produced oil that some admire 
and others despise. The oil is a rich blond, 
not pale and transparent like the Washington 
oil, but richer, apparently, and certainly more 
amber than anything previously produced in 
this county. The gravity of the only sample 
taken fresh from the well, is 45°. But it is 
neither the gravity nor the complexion of the 
oil that some find fault with, but a sluggish 
condition which seems to invest the oil in 
spite of its popular gravity, which to some 
minds suggest the presence of water in the 
rock, others account for it by the unusually 
liberal dose of the fatty substances of oil, 
parafiine, etc.; others think they see in it cer- 
tain earmarks of “edge.’’ And possibly the 
latter are as near the mark as any, since 1,090 
feet from the Mystery is a dryhole. The oil 
produced from edge wells is often sluggish. 
Yet the gravity of this indicates anything but 
inertia. The owners think they have a large 
well, and the public has no data from which 
the facts may be successfully disputed. Ata 
day or two at the farthest the story will be 
known. A tank was finished last evening, 
into which no doubt the well will be tur ed 
to-day. The drillers’ pathway in this section 
is beset with thorns. Out of a dozen wells 
started in that neighborhood by various 
parties within the past two years only 
three have reached the lower oil sands, The 
Haines well is one of them, but three holes 
were drilled before one went down. Isaac 
Willets succeeded in getting down a well east 
of the Haines well, but he found no oil in it. 
Every one else who has tried it in that section 
has failed. If the Haines well be a bear at all 
it is undoubtedly a mild one. Authorities are 
not agreed as to the identity of the horizon 
from which the oil is produced. Experts fig- 
uring from such rough data as may be picked 
up, insist that 2,950 feet is not deep enough for 
the Gordon sand at Nineveh. Accepting the 
big cave at 1,400 feet, as representing the red 
rock underlying the green crinoidal limestone 
it would appear that their doubts were well 
founded, but perhaps a glance at the record of 
the well would set all doubts at rest. The well 
is important as demonstrating the presence of 
oil in quantity in the lower 1ocks, at point far 
south of where the most sanguine a few years 
ago dared to hope it would be found, and its 
further importance will increase or diminish 
a® ite productive capacity is ascertained,

There has been a little more life in the 
chemical market the past week, but the move- 
ment of goods into consuming channels has 
not yet assumed important proportions. The 
glass manufacturers have been more liberal 
with their orders, but other consumers cannot 
be induced to take much stock in excess of 
their current requirements. The tone of the 
market is steady and the downward move- 
ment in values appears to have been checked 
for the present at least. From abroad 
there is no. particularly encouraging 
news. Ti.e position in the Liverpool 
market shows little change, though there 
is a little more activity reported in some lines. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. write us under 
date of the 28th ult. : “For 48% carbonated soda 
ash there has been a fair inquiry from Ameri- 
ca, and 15-16d has been paid both for prompt 
and forward delivery. Caustic ash is in light 
request, but at the same time there are few 
sellers. We quote: Caustic ash, 48%, 15-16d@1d: 
high test, 15-16d@1ld: carb ash, 48%, 15-16d@1d; 
high test, 15-l6d@ld. Soda crystals are very 
quiet, but £2103 is the nominal quotation, al- 
though for a good order this figure might 
possibly be shaded. Caustic soda is dull, but 
at the same time a fair business is passing in a 
quiet way at bottom prices. We quote: Sixty 
per cent, £5 10s@5 12s 6d; 70%, £6 108@6 12s 6d; 
74%, £7@7 2s 6d; 76%, £8@8 5s. Some small con- 
tracts have been made for delivery over 1889, 
on private terms, but most makers decline to 
entertain business for next year except at an 
advance, which buyers decline to pay. 
Bleaching powder has advanced and is now 
held for £7 7s 6d@7 10s, which prices buyers 
decline to pay so far. Hardwood is very 
scarce for prompt delivery. Several Ameri- 
can orders at £75s have been returned un- 
filled. Chlorate of potash has again declined, 
and 5'44@5!4d represent nearest values.  Bi- 
carbonate of soda is in moderate demand at 
£4 128 6d@4 15s, according to brand and quan- 
tity.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Liverpool brands of carbonated soda ash are 
inquired for for future delivery, the glass 
manufacturers being desirous of preparing 
for the next fire. Some good contracts for 
fall delivery have been made, but the partic- 
ulars have not transpired. Quotations remain 
as when we last wrote, but sales for future de- 
livery have been made in some cases down to 
$1 20 for 48%, the quoted range however, being 
1224@1 274%éc as to quantity, position and 
brand. The spot market is quiet, but in view 
of the small available supplies, holders are 
not pressing business and are firm in their 
views. 

Newcastle soda ash 48% is practically out of 
the market. There is a small stock on the 
spot, but nothing is coming forward so far as 
we can learn, and no offers to sell futures are 
being made. Jobbing sales from store are 
making at 1 2744@1 35c, according to seller and 
quantity. 

Caustic soda ash has not changed since our 
last. There is a moderate inquiry for small 
lots on the spot, but futures receive 
very little attention. Quotations re- 
main at 122%4%@127%c. as to quantity 
and brand for future’ shipment, while 
on the spot small sales from store continue to 
be made at 1 30@1 35c, as to quantity. 


Refined alkali 36% is inactive and entirely 
nominal in price. For the higher tests the 
demand has been fair, future shipments re- 
ceiving the most attention. For 58% quota- 
tions are 1124%@1 l7ée as to quantity, and 
48% is quotable at 1 20@1 25c. 

Caustic soda has not changed during the 
week under review. The downward tendency 
has been checked for the moment, but this is 
due rather to a disinclination on the part of 
holders to grant further concessions, than to 
any improvement in the demand. In fact, 
the market is very quiet, and sales are 
made only when actual necessities forces con- 
sumers into the market. Prices are nominally 
quoted at 2 32}4@2 35c for large lots of 60% and 
2 3744@2 424c for jobbing quantities according 
to seller and size of order. For 70 and 74% hold- 
ers demand 2 17}4@2 20c but would probably be 
satisfied with 2 15c on a large order, 

English sal soda is very quiet. Liverpool 
brands are quoted at 92}¢c to arrive and 95c on 
the spot, but, while it is said that Newcastle 
makes can be had at the same figures we hear 
of no actual offers to sell spot stock below 
125c for small lots from store, nothing being 
offered to arrive so far as we can learn. 
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Bleaching powder has remained quiet 
during the week just closed. Liverpool 
mail advices note a higher market abroad, 
but this is not reflected here, the quotations 
given in our last still holding good. The range 
nominally quoted here is 1 874@192\%4c, accord- 
ing to quantity and brand. Boston's prices 
are still relatively lower than New York, and 
consequently the first named market is draw- 
ing all the important orders, leaving the local 
dealers only a small jobbing demand to supply- 


Acids. 
Acetic acid has sold in small quantities at 
our former quotations of 244@2l«c, according 
to brand and quantity. 


Muriatic and nitric acids are without change, 
while the trading has been rather quiet with 
previous figures ruling. 

Oxalic acid is wholly unchanged from last 
week, with the business reported as of small 
proportions and featureless. The following 
are quoted: 6c for 10 ton lots, while 6%<c is 
asked on orders for small quantities. These 
prices are for prime German and English ex 
store, New York, Boston and Philadelphia. 

Tartaric acid has not been wanted to any 
extent, and the market has ruled rather quiet. 
The following prices continue to be quoted 
for crystals: In quantities of 3,000 lbs or more, 
43c; in barrels, less quantity, 44c; in 50 Ib 
boxes, 45c. 
asked over these figures. 


Sulphuric acid is selling in limited quanti- 
ties, with our previous quotations still ruling. 


Miscellaneous. 
Acetate of lime has been enquired for to a 
limited extent, while an easy market is pre- 
vailing without change as regards quotations. 


Blue vitriol—The stock on hand continues 
very small and values are quoted a trifle 
higher. The demand is limited, small orders 
being filled at 54@6e according to quantity 
and quality. 

Nitrate of soda—This article is quoted with 
some degree of firmness, but no special de- 
mand can be reported, and the business has 
been entirely in a small way. Spot quotations 
continue at 2 05@2 10¢ as to quantity, while for 
stocks on the way 24%@2 05c are the ruling fig- 
ures.

A moderate demand for English chemicals 
has been noted during the past week,although 
most of the transactions have been for ship- 
ments. Prices are ruling at about figures 
quoted in last report and in most articles con- 
siderable firmness is exhibited. The arrivals 
are limited and little is left to dispose of from 
dock. 

Carbonated soda ash Liverpool 48% is without 
any demand for immediate delivery and the 
asking figures are nominally 1324@1 40c. For 
future deliveries there is a moderate inquiry 
and the ruling figures are 1 2744@1 32léc, al- 
though it is possible an offer of 1 25c would be 
accepted for some brands. In 58% business is 
dull and no change in figures is reported.New- 
castle 48% is in light stock at the moment and 
can be had in all probability at 1274@1 35c. 
Future deliveries are held at 1 25@1 0c, but 
with little offering. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is doing fairly well on 
spot but sales are toa great extent confined 
to jobbing parcels. From store we quote 
130@1 3744c, to arrive and for shipment we 
quote 1 25@132kéc as to brand, quantity and 
date of delivery. 

Caustic soda of all tests continues dull, and 
principally on account of many of the larger 
consumers being supplied orcontracts. Sixty 
per cent is quoted on spot at 2 4244@2 50c; to 
arrive, 2 35@2 45c will buy. In 70s the jobbing 
demand is being supplied at 2 35@2 45c, larger 
lots proportionately lower. Lots on way and 





shipments are held at 225@232\%c. Nothing 
new has transpired in the Sines tests, either 
in regard to price or demand. 


Refined alkali 36% is scarce, but as the de- 
mand is exceedingly light no inconvenience is 
caused. B M 48% has been doing better on 
spot, and sales of several parcels are noted.

The English Salt Trade. 


The last of the‘ Falk’s Salt Circulars” emanat- 
ing from the English salt firm of Liverpool, has 
lately been received by the trade, It says:‘*The 
salt trade is at the most deadly crisis. Im- 
placable competition among a small section of 
the largest makers has brought prices below 
all records, salt being freely offered at 50 per 
cent. below cost. All the large chemical con- 
tracts for 1888 have been taken at ruinous 
prices. Nor has there been any more exten- 
sive demand for the article below cost. The 
total export, shown on annexed list, proves a 
considerable decrease on the average. The 
principle of association has been violated 
again, and with more disastrous result than 
ever yet known. Nothing but a new form of 
general consolidation can resuscitate the 
trade. 

This circular, as are all the circulars issued 
by Falk, was received by a Philadelphia firm. 
In speaking of this circular, one of the firm 
said: “The circular speaks for itself; but since 
it was issued the new form of general consoli- 
dation for resuscitating the English trade 
spoken of in the circular has been established 
and is known as the ‘Cheshire Amalgamated 
Association,’ which is practically a ‘salt trust’ 
controlling all the salt manufactured in Eng- 
land, 

“In spite of our memorial to Congress, or 
rather to Mr. Mills’ committee, salt was con- 
sidered as a raw material, which it is not in 
any sense, and was put on the free list. This 
was joyous news to the English salt manufac-

“*All this has been done in anticipation that 
as the Mills bill has passed the House it will 
pass Congress and becomea law. 


“In regard to the statement of the circular 


that English salt can be made and placed on 
foreign markets so cheaply, I can only say,” 
continued Mr. Kerr, “that this cheapness is 
due to cheaper English facilities, especially 
cheaper labor. In England whole families 
work in the salt manufactories, even children 
as young as six years being employed. The 
father thinks he is doing well if his children 
make sixpence a day, or twelve cents. Of 
course we pay no such wages here. 

“The first cost of a salt plant in America is 
about donble that of an English plant of the 
same capacity, and the cost of repairs, fuel 
and labor is relatively very much higher than 
in England. We can not manufacture salt 
here as cheaply as they can in England, and to 
give us free trade means practically the death 
of the salt industry. Weare not cheating or 
putting a burdensome tax on the people, as 
owing to the competition among our own 
manufacturers the price of salt has decreased 
from $1 46 a barrel in 1872 to sixty-one centsa 
barrel in 1886, 

“The home demand for the domestic produc- 
tion has continually increased, showing that 
consumers evidently are not aware of any in- 
iquitous burdensome tax, but on the contrary 
believe they have a better article for the same 
money in domestic salt. In 1883 the consump- 
tion was 774,029 tons domestic, 387,460 tons of 
foreign salt; 1884, 814,369 tons domestic, 405,749 
ton foreign; 1885, 879,769 tons domestic, 408,422 
tons foreign; 1886, 983,385 tons domestic, 380,104 
tons foreign. As to the better quality of the 
English salt, chemical analysis has shown the 
American salt to be of superior quality as 
compared with Ashton’s salt. The whole ques- 
tion is one of dollars and cents and if the Am- 
erican industries are knocked out by the en- 
trance of English child labor salt it will only 
be a question of time before the English salt 
trust will control this market and raise the 
price. 

“The tariff now is only eight cents a hun- 
dred pounds in bulk and twelve cents in sacks, 
the sacks being admitted free. 

The memorial of the salt manufacturers to 
the Mills committee after giving data of the 
foreign and domestic salt trade says: ‘‘The 
crisis in the salt industries of America and 
Englandis at hand, and the question for the 
American Congress to decide is which shall 
yicld to the other.”” The circular also says 
that the American salt industry can not sur- 
vive the removal of the present duty on salt, 
and that Congress does not certainly desire 
that state of affairs.

Phosphorescence and Ozone. 

Atarecent Friday evening lecture of the 
Royal Institution session, Professor Dewar 
made public for the first time, some discover- 
ies he has made in relation to chemical phe- 
nomena in vacuum tubes, 

Professor Dewar said that in spectroscopic 
observations the experimenter is often much 
puzzled by the phenomena presented in high 
vacua, and that the perplexity is largely due 
to the fact that we are unacquainted with the 
chemical changes wh‘ch take place under such 
conditions; so special apparatus has been de- 
vised for the purpose of attempting to solve 
some of the questions. He continued, that 
friction, heat, light, and electricity will stimu- 
late certain bodies, and cause them to become 
phosphorescent, and that the cooling of the 
body may preyent the stimulus; he illustrated 
this by cooling the center of a plate which had 
been coated with sulphide of calcium; light 
then made it phospnorescent everywhere but 
in the place it had been cooled. Heat in- 
creases the luminosity at first, but the lum- 
inosity afterward dies out more quickly than 
where the plate has not been heated. 

Geissler was the first to discover that phos- 
phorescence is sometimes set up in residual 
gases in vacuum tubes. Professor Dewar il- 
lustrated this by sending a discharge through 
aseries of vacuum bulbs, and the traces of 
gas remained luminous for about five seconds 
after the discharge bad passed; then he heated 
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one of the bulbs, and on passing the discharge 
once more, that bulb alone remained dark. 
Becquerel and others investigated these phe- 
nomena; some of the inquirers came to the 
conclusion that they were produced only by 
oxygen compounds, others thought them to 
be due to some drying agent used in the con- 
























































































struction of the bulbs. 

The lecturer then spoke of ozone, saying 
that itisa very unstable body, which cannot 
be kept unless produced at a low temperature; 
its boiling point is about —100° C., and itisa 
blue liquid; at low temperatures it exhibits 
high absorbent powers in the luminous part of 
the spectrum; at a low temperature, also, 
substances may be dissolved in it, with which 
it explodes at high temperatures; bisulphide 
of carbon is one of these substances. At low 
temperatures phosphorus does not combine 
with liquid oxygen, neither does sodium nor 
potassium. Smell is one of the most delicate 
tests of the presence of ozone, but inapplica- 
ble in the instance of the contents of a vac- 
uum tube; the investigator has then to resort 
to chemical means and to the study of the ab- 
sorption spectra, In making ozone from 
pressures and the _ pres- 
ence of moisture favor the action, 
and that low. pressure’ should favor 
chemical changes is contrary to what might 
have been expected. When he planned his 
experiments he wanted an air pump which 
would keep up a good vacuum all the time 
that a trace of air was passing through the 
vessels, and the old air pump of the Royal In- 
stitution, although a good one in another 
sense, was not good enough for this purpose. 
Accordingly, a friend devised a pump for the 
purpose, which acts so efficiently that one is 
now used at Cambridge for diminishing air 
pressure wherever required throughout the 
building. This pump is surrounded by a water 
jacket to keep everything cool, which is a 
great point. It is worked at from 150 to 200 
revolutions per minute,’and exhausts into the 
vacuum of the oil pump of the Institution, 
instead of into the outerair. The two pumps 
are driven by a Crossley’s gas engine. The 
piston of the new pump fits absolutely tight. 
By means of the pump, dynamic effects can be 
obtainea in vacuum tubes with the electric 
discharge going on all the time. 

Common air is first dried and purified by 
passing through one vessel containing calci- 
um chloride and another containing caustic 
potash; the latter absorbs the carbonic acid. 
The air is next{filtered by passage through a 
U tube filled with cotton wool, after which it 
enters through a carefully adjusted small tap 
The narrow channel between the bulbs is nec- 
essary; the glow is concentrated thereby, and 
heat seems to have something to do with the 
effects obtained. It makes no difference 
whether platinum, charcoal, or aluminum 
poles be used inside the vacuum tube, The 
lower part of the tube opens into a tall glass 
vessel, connected below with the exhaust 
pump and a mercurial pressure gauge. 

When the current of highly attenuated air 
blows downward through the vacuum tube, a 
lumin.us glow resembling to the eye the tail 
of a comet appears in the large glass vessel 
below, while the electrical discharge is passing 
in the tube above. This phosphorescent glow 
is “connected with a condition connected in 
some way with ozone,” and it occurs only with 
oxygen compounds; impure air is fatal to suc- 
cess in the experiments, the glow being very 
sensitive to traces of organic matter, espec- 
ially to the vapor of essential oils and sub- 


oxygen low 


stances which have a smell. Hydrogen 
extinguishes the light; pure oxygen 
increases it, and makes the glow 


shorter, with a tendency to break up at the 
lower end; carbonic acid gives a glow not so 
bright as air, and ozone is produced in the de- 
composition of the carbonic acid, Nitrous 
acid gives a very bright brush. The phos- 
phorescence disappears at once when a pocket 
handkerchief containing any odoriferous 
matter is brought near the air inlet, and 
afterward much time is lost in getting the 
apparatus to work as before. It is no easy 
matter to get the brushes back again; this 
was first found out accidentally—for days and 
weeks they had been puzzled in the laboratory 
to understand why one tube worked better 
than another. Bisulphide of carbon isan or- 
ganic body, and is the only one so far discov- 
ered which allows the glow to be obtained in 
its presence. ‘That these downward luminous 
brushes contain ozone is proved by means of 
the iodide of potassinm and starch test pa- 
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pers, which darken in the krushes, but are not 
acted upon when placed alongside them near 
the inner sides of the lower glass vessel. 

It is usually suppos: d that ozone is destroyed 
by heat, and can only be produced at a low 
temperature, yet in these vacuum tubes it is 
produced ata white heat. Professor Dewar 
exhibited a piece of an apparatus which was a 
copy of one of his wall diagrams exhibited at 
the lecture. The apparatus consists of a glass 
tube bent at its lower end, and passing up the 
center of a tube of platinum; a little hole in 
the latter is just above the top orifice of the 
glass tube. The upper part of the apparatus 
is covered witn an outer tube of platinum, 
which at the top very nearly touches the inner 
one. Inactiona current of water tlows up 
the inside of the inner paltinum tube, then 
passes down the central glass tube, but not 
enough water is supplied to fill the glass tube ; 
consequently it sucks in and carries down air, 
which it draws through the little hole in the 
top of the inner platinum tube, The outer 
tube is then raised at the top to nearly the 
melting point of platinum, by means of an 
oxyhydrogen flame, and the air beneath raised 
to this temperature is suddenly cooled by the 
water current, and carried down to a col- 
lecting vessel for examination. When exam- 
ined, it is found to contain azone hence ozone 
has two centers of stabilitv, and one of them 
is at about the melting pc nt of platinum. In 
this experiment, ozone is formed by heat at 
the normal pressure of the atmosphere. 

The lecturer closed by expressing his appre- 
ciation of the service rendered in his re- 
searches by his two assistants, Mr. Lennox 
and Mr. Heath.

Capric Acid. 

Messrs. A. and P. Buisine are two chemists 
to whom the thought occurred that it would 
be interesting to seek for new sources of cap- 
ric acid,a fatty acid which is very rare, and 
which has not hitherto been utilized on ac- 
count of its rarity, but which is perhaps des- 
tined to play a most important part, both in- 
dustrial and chemical. It is in water which 
had been used for the purpose of freeing wool 
from grease that Messrs. Buisine sought, and 
not without a motive, for capric acid. This 
water, with the addition of a rather larger 
quantity of sulphuric acid, left a deposit of a 
fatty matter, mixed with fatty acids, existing 
in the water in the condition of suds of pot- 
ash and neutral fatty principles held in emul- 
sion in the liquid. This grease contains as 
much as 50 per cent of capric acid. So far, 
there is nothing very extraordinary in this, 
for it is obvious that capric acid is likely to be 
found in close proximity with sebacie acid; 
but what really surprises is that when the wa- 
ter used for cleansing wool of grease is al- 
lowed to ferment the proportion of capric acid 
augments with the quantity of fatty matter. 
Fresh water contains 2446 grams of fatty 
substance and that which has been kept fora 
week, 31°56 grams. This increase is attrib- 
utable to the action of microbes, and Messrs. 
Buisine give as proof the fact that when the 
liquid bas been rendered steril its wealth in 
fatty matter no longer exists. 

It has to be regretted that the microbe of 
bacon or lard has not the same principle of 
fecundity for the economical housewife 
would find it a great boon to see her pro- 
visions multiply instead of diminishing. The 
patient investigators whose labors we are now 
ahalyzing have concluded from these cnemical 
premises that capric acid does not exist in the 
water the wool bas becn cleansed in itself, but 
results, on the contrary, from the decomposi- 
tion by means of microbes, of the more com- 
plex composition of the suderic secretion, 
Making every reservation on the subject of 
this doubtful theory, we proceed to lay before 
the reader a description of the process of ex- 
traction invented by Messrs. Buisine. The 
greasy water which has been kept at leasta 
week, is saturated by a slight scum of sul- 
phuric acid, it is subjected to a slight heat, in 
order to collect the fatty matter, which is 
then washed in cold water; it is then dissolved 


in ether, and the solution, after having 
been filtered is distilled. The grease 
which has been obtained is washed in 


boiling water, in order to dissolve the capric 
acid; it is decanted when on the boil and the 
watery solution is filtered, It is then satu- 
rated with carbonate of soda and again til- 
tered; the clear solution of soap is then de- 
composed by sulphuric acid; the fatty acids 
are taken off by agitation with the ether: and 
the brown oil obtained by distillation of the 
ether is heated in a stream of steam. The pro- 
duct is placed in contact with water, it is then 
heated, and baryta is added so as to effecta 
reaction freely alkaline—all the fatty matter 
is in dissolution, It is filtered, and the excess 
of the baryta is precipitated by a stream of 
carbonic acid, after which it settles into a 
small mass, and a residuum is obtained, a very 
solid salt of barium, which forms a thick 
syrup.

Decanting and filtering are 
necessary, the washing water has to be satur- 
ated with carbonate of soda—it bas to be left 
to settle into a small mass, and it must then be 
decomposed by sulphuric acid. It is shaken up 
with ether, it is then distilled and a pale yel- 
low oil is obtained, which oil, left to cool, con- 
geals into a butyraceous crystalline mass, 
which possesses a strong odor of rancid butter. 
This is capric acid. Should the day come 
when this substance is found to be of real 
practical value, some less tedious mode of sep- 
arating it will doubtless be discovered.— Bulle- 
tin de la Ceramique.

Formation of Petroleum, 
(. ENGLER, 

Hans Hoefer, in his excellent work on pe- 
troleum for geological reasons, comes to the 
conclusion that petroleum must be of animal 
origin, and that the animal remains of former 
geological periods, especially of fishes, saur- 
ians, corals, cephalopods, etc., supplied the 
material from which it was formed. The hy- 
pothesis is not new, and was supported years 
ago, as stated by Hoefer, by Leopold von 
Buch, Bertels, Fraas, K. Mueller and others, 
and more recently by most geologists who 
studied the occurrence of bitumen and petro- 
leum in America, such as Wrigley, Whitney, 
Hunt and others, also by Ch. Knar, Credner, 
Eck, Zinken, Paul, Tietze, Ublig, and Pied- 
boenf. The enormous quantities of fatty 
substances, which are produced by the marine 
animals were looked upon as the principal 
raw material for the formation of petroleum. 

What particularly interested me in the con- 
clusions arrived at by Hoefer, than whom few 
are better informed, on account of his own 
abundant experiences on the conditions under 
which petroleum is found in its numerous 
localities, was the statement that on geologi- 
cal grounds—as had already been deduced by 
G. Kraemer from a chemical view—the petro- 
leum could have been formed only under a 
higher pressure, and at not too high tempera- 
tures, for I was first engaged in experiments 
on the decomposition of animal fats under 
high pressure. I will here brietly give the 
results of my experiments, which may help. 

The distillation was made in one of Dr. 
Krey’s patented apparatus, in which a pres- 
sure of 10 atmospheres may be used. 

In this apparatus 492 kilos American men- 
haden oil, of specific gravity, 0990 were sub- 
jected to distillation. With an initial pressure 
of about 10 atmospheres, which in the course 
of the operation sank to about 4 atmospheres, 
and a temperature 20° C, which toward the 
end rose somewhat above 40° C, a distillate 
passed over, which in addition to combustible 
gases consisted of a lower aqueous, and upper 
oily layer. The lalter was collected in separ- 
ate fractions, and those which upon a prelim- 
inary examination still showed the presence of 
considerable quantities of unsaturated fatty 
acids (altogether 217 kilos of the distillate), 
were redistilled. A total of 26 kilos of distil- 
late was obtained, correspondihg toa yield of 
about 60%. Of the aqueous distillate about 2 
kilos was collected, but it could unfortunate- 
ly not be prevented that considerable quanti- 
ties of steam and very volatile oil were carried 
off, by the sometimes violent current of gases’ 
nevertheless the condensation was so good, 
that after a superficial purification, the oil be- 
gan to boil at 34° C. 

The crude distillate is of a brownish color, 
transparent in thin layers, has a strong green 
fluorescence, and not disagreeable odor. The 
penetrating odor of acrolein was absent. 
The density is 08105. On shaking out it gave 
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the latter (as we}l as other portions of this 
investigation) is still in progress I have sub- 
jected the former, which are present in 
greater quantity, to fractional distillation, 
and isolated the following hydrocarbons: 

Normal pentane, boiling at 36-38° C., specific 
gravity 0°622, vapor density 2°51, carbon 82°81, 
and hydrogen 17°10 (calculated 83°3 and 16°7, re- 
spectively). This hydrocarbon, like the fol- 
lowing ones, is not acted upon by bromine 
and warm dilute nitric acid. 

Normal heptone, boiling at 97-99° C., specific 
gravity 0°688, vapor density 3°35, carbon 83°79 
and hydrogen 16°29. The hydrocarbons oc- 
tane and nonane of the normal series have 
also been recognized by their boiling points 
and specific gravity, but have not yet been 
further examined, The hydrocarbons of the 
secendary series are also represented, 

Since the fish oil is a mixture of triglycerides 
principally of oleic acid, and also of palmitic 
acid, stearic acid and other lower fatty acids, 
it was of interest to study the behavior of the 
different glycerides in a pure state under the 
same conditions. I have, therefore, in the first 
place, subjected triolein and tristearin to dis- 
tillation under pressure on asmallscale. The 
glycerides were artificially prepared from pure 
oleic and stearicacids and glycerine, accord- 
ing to Berthelot’s method. The apparatus used 
consisted of glass tubes bent at an obtuse an- 
gle. Each of these was charged with30 gms. 
of substance, sealed and placed into a digestor 
in such a manner that the empty end project- 
ed downward on the exterior. After heating 
to 330° for about 4 hours the tubes were re- 
moved and the gases allowed to escape. This 
operation was repeated (generally 4 times) un- 
til the reaction appeared completed by the for- 
mation of a sufficiently light fluid product. 
Preliminary experiments with fish oil has 
shown that the reaction was similar to that 
obtained in Krey’s pressure still. 

Triolin gives, in addition to water, an oily 
product, which gives off gases at the ordinary 
temperature, and begins to boil at 30° C, 
About 50¢ boils below 300° C. The residue 
from the distillation when again treated in the 
sealed tube, gives more volatile oils, and by 
separated treatments the triolin is converted 
into products of dry distillation. It may here 
be remarked, that in some tubes after repeat- 
edly heating the olein under pressure, only a 
slight residue remained, showing that the 
olein, under certain conditions, is almost 
completely conyerted into volatile distil- 
lates and gases, without the removal of 
any of the products of the distillation pro- 
ducts, 

Tristearin treated in a similar manner gives 
about 60 per cent. of Oils boiling below 300° C, 
The behavior is the same as in the case of the 
olein, with the exception that in the begin- 
ning of the operation, large quantities of 
stearic acid distil into the cold portions of the 
tube. 

Although it is to be presumed on general 
principles that only the fatty acids take part 
in the formation of liquid hydrocarbons, it 
appeared important to confirm by a few 
direct experiments the results of heating the 
free fatty acids under pressure. Some obser- 
yations in this direction have already been 
made without, however, solving the question, 
as is sufficiently shown by the contradicting 
statements in our text books. Gottlieb, as 
early as 1846, called attention to the bydrocar- 
bons produced in the distillation of oleic acid, 
Heintz in 1855 observed the formation of small 
quantities of hydrocarbons of the ethylene 
series in the distillation of stearic acid in a 
current of hydrogen. Fremy, and more par- 
ticularly Berthelot, noticed the formation of 
ethylene hydrocarbons in the products of the 
distillation of oleic acid, either in the free 
state or with alkaline bases. A similar result 
was arrived at by Bolley and Bergmann on 
heating oleic acid to 0° C. Cahours and 
Demarecay isolated liquid fatty acids with a 
low percentage of carbon (valerianic acid, 
eaproic acid, ete.) and = saturated hy- 
drocarbons (from pentane to nonane) 
from a by-product, obtained by distilling 
in a current of superheated steam, the fatty 
acids resulting from saponification with sul- 
phuric acid. Finally Johnson succeeded in dis- 
sociating stearic acid by distilling under pres- 
sure, in a similar manner in which Young and 
Thorpe dissociated solid parattin, that is by 
superheating in a tube, in a gas combustion 
furnace, and obtained water, carbon dioxide, 
paratiin, olefenes and ketones, 

When the free fatty acids are heated in the 
above described manner to 350°C or a little 
above, oleic acid yery soon gives water and 
hydrocarbon oils, similar to those obtained 
from olein and tish oils, and stearic acid gives 
almost the same products, The latter result 
is confirmed by the observations of Johnson, 
against those of Berthelot. The latter states, 
that under these conditions, stearic acid 
undergoes no decomposition. Of course,when 

stearic acid is heated in a sealed tube to 350°C 
for several hours, in such a manner that the 
whole of the tube lies in the digestor, so that 
there is no possibility of a condensation of the 
volatile dedomposition products ih the cooler 
portion of the tube, there is, as I have also ob- 
served by experiment,no change in the stearic 
acid, and especially no evolution of gases. The 
formation of liquid decomposition propucts, 
begin, however, as soon as a portion of the 
tube projects from the digestor, giving the 
products of the dissociation an opportunity 
to condense, In the case of oleic avid how- 













ever, as well as in that of fish oil the decom- 
position also takes place when the whole of 
the tube is heated. Combustible gases, prin- 
cipally methane, which are, however, always 
mixed with some carbon dioxide, and water 
is always to be observed when a formation of 
hydrocarbons takes place.

Uniform Freight Classification. 


The efforts to establish a uniform clasifica- 
tion to govern freight traffic on all the rail- 
roads, irrespective of location, have met with 
a degree of success. The action of the trans- 
continental lines in following what is known 
as the Western classification in the revision of 
their tariffs regarded as an important step in 
the right direction, and now it appears that 
International Association, formerly the Texas 
Trattic, at its New York session adopted a res- 
olution declaring in favor of the Western 







































































classification. Heretofore there have been 
five distinct systems of general classi- 
fication in the United States, known as 












the offical or Eastern, the Western, the Pacific 
coast, the Texas and the Southern steamship 
and railway. Ifthe linesin the International 
finally adopt the Western classification, as 
they presumably will, the railroad traffic West 
of Chicago and the Mississippi River will all 
be subject to the Western classification. The 
greatest difficulty will be found in inducing 
the Eastern trunk lines to adopt any other 
classification than the official, under which 
they now operate. This was demonstrated at 
the joint conference recently held in New 
York by committees of the Western and East- 
ern lines. The proposition under considera- 
tion was the merging of the official and West- 
ern classifications into one. After a discussion 
lasting several days it was decided that the 
merging of the two classifications was imprac- 
ticable and a unanimous report was made to 
that effect. The interests of the Eastern and 
Western sections are so different that it was 
decided to be impossible to propose a classifi- 
cation that would be equally fair for both lo- 
calities, and herein lies the most serious ob- 
stacle to the establishment of a universal clas- 
sification. It is generally believed, however, 
that the number of classifications will at least 
be reduced to two within the next twelve 
months. President Spencer, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road, said that he has information 
that leads him to believe that freight rates 
from the West, which are now in a greatly 
demoralized condition, will soon be raised 19 
a remunerative figure— Buffalo Courier,

The Iluminating and Explosive Power 

of Naphtha Gas. 


Ina recent number of Dingler’s Polytechnis- 
ches Journal there appeared a communication 
from MM. Jawein and Lamonsky on the ef- 
fect of the admixture of air on the illumi. 
nating power of naphtha gas, and on the ex- 
plosibility of such mixtures. An abstract of 
the article, by Dr. 8. Hamburger, is contained 
in the current nuiuber of the Journal of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, trom which we 
take the following particulars: 

Naphtha gas is manufactured in Russia from 
naphtha and naphtha residues, and is used for 
illuminating works and public buildings 
which have gas works of their own for this 
purpose. Owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
a general average sample of naphtha gas, the 
experiments were made in one day; the quan- 
tity of gas required being led into a small 
holder, which also contained the air for mix-~ 
ing. The mixtures thus obtained were tested 
as to specific gravity and illuminating power 
and gave the following results; 
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In all these experiments the gas was allowed 
to escape under a pressure of 6inches, while 
the temperature of the room was from 19° to 
21° C. It will be noticed that an admixture of 
air increases the specific gravity, and considers 
ably diminishes the illuminating effect, For 
ascertaining the explosibility of naphtha gas 4 
and air, different mixtures were submitted in 
aeudiometer to the action of the electric 
spark, with the following results: 1 volume of 
gas with 4°9 to 52 volumes of air did not cause 
any explosion; with 5°6 to 5°83 volumes, a feeble B 
explosion: with 6 to 65 volumes, a violent ex- . 
plosion;7to9 volumes, a very violent ex- 
plosion, 10 to 13 volumes, a violent ex- : 
plosion; with 14 to 166 volumes, a feeble ex- é 
plosion; with 17 to 17°7 volumes, a very feeble 
explosion; with 18 to22 volumes, no explosion 
whatever. A mixture of naphtha gas and air 
is, therefore, explosive if gas and air be in the 
proportion of 1 to 5°6 to 17°77 by volume, or 1 to 
85 to M4.4 by weight. Of course, these figures 
are Only accurate for the sample of naphtha 
gas experimented upon. After all, it is not 
likely that the figures will vary much with dif.
